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ABSTRACT OF PROCEEDINGS OF THE BOARD OF MANAGERS 
AT ITS MEETING, TUESDAY, JUNE 9TH, 1896. 


——THE following elected members were present: The Right Rev. Drs. Little- 
john, Whitaker, and Peterkin; the Rev. Drs. McVickar, Eccleston, Shipman, Hunt- 
ington, Applegate, Vibbert, and Anstice; and Messrs. Stark, Vanderbilt, Low, 
King, Whitlock, Chauncey, Marvin, Ryerson, Thomas, and Goodwin. Of the ex- 
officio members the Right Rev. Drs. Garrett and Burgess were also present. The 
Right Rey. Dr. Littlejohn was called to the chair, which at a later moment he re- 
~ signed to the Right Rev. Dr. Whitaker. 

——The business of first importance before the Board was the matter of appro- 
priations for the next fiscal year. Upon this subject the Advisory Committee re- 
ported in substance as follows: 

The committee were highly gratified at receiving a communication from the 
Bishop of Dallas, volunteering to relinquish $1,000 of the appropriation to that dio- 
cese from September ist next, and also a communication from the Bishop of lowa 
‘‘proffering a reduction of the appropriation made to Iowa, so that, if possible, the 
meagre stipends of other laborers in the field may not be reduced, and therefore 
asking that until this financial ‘tyranny be prerpest the Board reduce the Iowa 
appropriation $1,000 for the coming fiscal year.” The committee recommended that 
the Board of Managers make grateful acknowledgment of this Rpompt and generous 
action on the part of the Bishops of Dallas and Iowa. 

The committee estimated the prospective arrearage on September Ist at $86,500, 
and considered that the appropriations for the next fiscal year should therefore be 
materially reduced. 

They carefully examined the several estimates and struck out all the items 
which it seemed to them could be spared with least possible damage to the existing 
work at home and abroad. These items aggregate $31,744, leaving the total of ap- 
propriations at the annual rate of $442,667.. From this sum they recommended a 
further reduction of eight per cent. to apply only upon the first quarter. 

By special direction of the Board the committee furthermore considered the 
matter of central expenses and compared these with those of other societies, espe- 
cially the two great English societies. They found that the expenses of the manage- 
ment of the Church Missionary Society were reported to be ten and one-half per 
cent., and of the Society for the Propagation of the Gospel thirteen and three-quar- 
ters per cent., on their large incomes, whereas the average cost to this Society of ad- 
ministration and of making the work known to the Church for the three years last 
past is seven and three-tenths per cent.; the rate for the year which ended Septem- 
ber Ist, 1895, having been six and seven-tenths per cent. 

Upon the committee’s recommendation the following action was unanimously 
taken : 
The Board tendered to the Bishops of Dallas and Iowa its grateful acknowledg- 
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ment of their generous acts in eu relinquishment by each of $1,000 of the appropri- 
ation to his diocese. 

All vacations in the Foreign field not actually begun were suspended during 
the financial depression. 

The items before alluded to were eliminated from the appropriation schedules. 

A further reduction of eight per cent. was made to apply for the first quarter 
of the next fiscal year (September, October, and November), upon all appropria- 
tions, including salaries and other central expenses; but from the operation of this 
resolution were excluded the dioceses of Dallas and Iowa, together with any other 
diocese or missionary jurisdiction which might take equivalent action by making a 
voluntary relinquishment. 

It was declared that the foregoing action was taken as a step in the direction of 
retrenchment and not as the full and adequate reduction demanded by the necessi- 
ties of the case; the Board being unwilling at present to take more permanent action. 

All the appropriations were then made accordingly. 

The Missionary Council was urgently requested to address itself to the question 
of an adequate revenue for the needs of this work of the whole Church. 


—The secretary of the joint diocesan committee on uniform Sunday-school — 


lessons conveyed to the Board the following resolution: 

‘* Resolved: That the joint committee on uniform Sunday-school lessons, re- 
alizing the importance of training the young people of the Church in habits of sys- 
tematic liberality in the use of money for the support of the mission work of the 
Church, hereby recommend to the Sunday-schools, Bible-classes, and Church 
schools, the propriety of devoting their offerings during the Lenten season to the 
cause of missions, under the charge of the General Board of Missions, and that spe- 
cial efforts be made to instruct and interest the young people of the Church in the 
extension of the Gospel and the upholding of Christ’s Kingdom among men.” 

——Letters were submitted from fifteen of the Bishops promising co-operation 
in the effort requested by the Board at its last meeting to guard against a deficit on 
the first of September, and speaking of their needs with reference to the appropria- 
tions for the new fiscal year, and from six of the Bishops having Domestic mis- 
sionary work within their jurisdictions with respect to appointments, etc. Suitable 
action was taken. 

——Letters were at hand from Bishops Holly, Ferguson, McKim, and F. R. 
Graves, and several of the Foreign missionaries. Bishop Holly calls attention to 
the fact that on the 28th day of May he completed thirty-five years of work in 
Haiti. Information was received from Bishop Graves that a gentleman in the 
United States had contributed $2,500, designated as from ‘‘a friend, an offering of 
affection for the Right Rev. John Williams, U.S. A.,” to pay off the debt on the 


new buildings of St. John’s College, Shanghai. Whereupon, by resolution, the _ 


Board returned its thanks to the anonymous donor and directed that. this vote 
should be published. 

——The date for the opening of the Missionary Council in Cincinnati was fixed 
for the 20th day of October. 


VOLUNTARY RETRENCHMENT. 

THE following letter from the Right Rev. Dr. Perry, Bishop of Iowa, was 
received the day before the Advisory Committee recommended to the Board of 
Managers the retrenchment which was adopted. The letter, which came most 

-opportunely is as follows : 


On my return from a hurried visit of a few days at the East on Church and 
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other duties I received your letters. I felt that I must see you face to face ere de- 
termining what was best to be done, and I left my work in the interior of Iowa, 
after completing a series of visitations, including the laying of the corner-stone of 
a church at Mapleton and the consecration of another at Bristow, and, without re- 
turning home, have come to New York to consult with you. I have had the de- 
sired interview and shall within an hour start on my return, again taking up my 
work, and having before the end of the month another corner-stone to lay, another 
church to consecrate, and two ordinations, besides numerous confirmations. 

I mention these personal ‘‘items” as indicative of the condition of the Church 
in Iowa to-day. We have, we trust, passed through two years of stringency, af- 
fecting our work in many ways. It may be that God purposes our further trial in 
added days of financial uncertainty and widespread distrust; but we trust that 
the worst is over, and certainly in the marvellous development in every direction 
throughout the state in Church activities and in spiritual results, I feel that we must 
at once and without delay make further ventures of faith and show of our sense of 
the loving and freely given aid extended to us in the past by voluntarily proffering 
a reduction of the appropriation made to Iowa, so that, if possible, the meagre sti- 
_ pends of other laborers in the field may not be reduced. I, therefore, ask the com- 
mittee, ‘‘until this” financial ‘‘ tyranny be overpast,” to reduce the Iowa apportion- 
ment $1,000 for the coming fiscal year; not that we do not need it, not but that we 
are doing a missionary work in this very heart of the country, not but that the results 
warrant to-day more than ever the continuance of aid and even its increase, but be- 
cause we feel it a duty to share the burden resting on the treasury, and trust by this 
our willingness to deny ourselves to induce a wider liberality throughout the Church, 
so that, if possible, others equally needy, if not more needy than ourselves, may 
be spared the dire effects of this proposed retrenchment. It is possible that I may 
be permitted, as my twenty years of the Episcopate will have been completed early 
in September next, to refer to some of the results of the appropriations, beginning 
at $1,000 or $1,500 per annum, and growing as the work grew, so generously ten- 
dered to Iowa by the Board. In these twenty years I have ordained 108. I have 
consecrated over sixty churches. The number of clergy has increased threefold. . 
It is the same with the parishes, congregations, and missions, and also the number 
of communicants. The ‘‘realty” of the Church in Iowa reported to the General 
Convention prior to my consecration was valued at somewhat under $380,000. By 
realty I mean permanent values—buildings, lands, endowments, without including 
moneys raised and expended for current expenses, salaries, etc. The ‘‘ realty” re- 
ported to the last General Convention was valued at $1,470,000. The see is larger 
than all England. We are working amidst 2,000,000 of people. Iowa was never a 
missionary jurisdiction, but organized with a view to self-support after three an- 
nual visitations of the apostle of the North-west, Jackson Kemper. The percentage 
of the Church’s growth in Iowa during these twenty years is largely in advance of 
other religious bodies, several of which expend from outside sources annually in 
the furtherance of their work from $15,000 to $25,000, each new effort receiving at 
the start $500 missionary stipend and from $500 to $1,500 towards the erection of its 
place of meeting. 

We devoutly trust that ere long that which in this exigency we have relin- 
quished may be again placed at our disposal. Our work is varied and must be ex- 
pensive. Within the last week I have baptized children brought over the prairies 
thirty miles to receive this Sacrament. It required the travel of seventy miles to 
baptize a child coming unbaptized to Iowa from the very shadow of Trinity Church, 
New York. Our people, from records I have kept, have themselves given for 
Church purposes over $1,000 for every week of a twenty years’ Episcopate, 
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With this retrenchment of help from outside we shall make every effort to in- 
crease our gifts to the general treasury. This means an effort, but the effort 
shall be made. It is the Master’s logic : ‘‘ Freely ye have received, freely give.” 

Our hearts well out in gratitude to God that it hath pleased Him to give us so 
much of the riches of the East in our efforts for the development of the Church in 
Iowa during the past, and we would attest the loving sympathy and aid of the 
Managers which has been shown to us during all the years of diocesan life. May 
you be intrusted each year more and more with the means to do in the future as 
you have done in the past, only, if it please God, more abundantly. 


WAYS AND MEANS. 

WE publish herewith a report made to the Board of Managers in June, 
containing suggestions from the Committee on Ways and Means. The subject 
matter of the report is to come under full consideration in the autumn. In the 
meantime, the committee ask for suggestions or expressions of opinion: 


The Committee on Ways and Means, to whom it was referred ‘‘to devise some 


plan to enlist the interest of those parishes which have not heretofore contributed to _ 


the funds of the Board,” beg leave to report: That, in their judgment, the failure 
of certain parishes to contribute to the funds of the Board is due to inadequacy of 
method in the efforts of the Board to secure contributions from parishes in general. 
The method now in force is simply that of sending out appeals from our missionary 
headquarters. Among the laity of many parishes, there is reason to believe, such 
appeals are never heard of. In no parish is it probable that they are read by all 
the people, or even by the greater number. And besides, impressions such as 
printed appeals may make upon the minds of busy men are likely to be fugitive and 
fruitless. Your committee are convinced that what the work of the Board requires 
is a method so organized as to bring to bear upon the individual members of the 
Church both the weight of diocesan authority and the personal influence of the rec- 
tors of parishes. In the absence of opportunity for more than a single meeting, 
they have formulated nothing that they could offer as complete; but they venture 
to present the following suggestions, as pointing in the direction of our needs: 

I. That an annual apportionment be made by the Missionary Council, or (in the 
years in which the Missionary Council does not meet) by the Board of Missions, of 
the minimum amount that each diocese is expected to contribute; such apportion- 
ment to have, in every case, the consent of the diocese itself, as represented in the 
council by its Bishop and the members of its own election, or, in the Board of Mis- 
sions, by its Bishop and its clerical and lay deputies to the General Convention. 

II. That each diocese be requested to appoint an Auxiliary Board of General 
Missions, whose duty it shall be to assign to each parish within the diocese such 
part of the diocesan apportionment as a majority of the committee on the one hand, 
and the rector of the parish, or (in case of vacancy in the rectorship) a majority of 
the vestry, on the other hand, may deem just. 

III. That in any diocese in which the stated council or convention has been 
already held for the present year, the Bishop and the Standing Committee of such 
diocese be requested to act as the Auxiliary Board of General Missions until the 
council or convention of the diocese shall next assemble. 

IV. That the Missionary Council, or the Board of Missions, as the case may be, 
be requested to appoint, on the first day of its meeting, a Committee of Apportion- 
-ments, to consist of Bishops, Presbyters, and 
laymen, with whom each diocese, through its representatives, 
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shall be invited to confer with respect to its apportionment; the result, in all cases, 
to be reported to the council or to the Board of Missions, for its formal action, be- 
fore the final adjournment. In the case of any diocese without representation at a 
meeting of the Missionary Council or of the Board of Missions, it should be the 
duty of the Committee on, Apportionments to communicate with such diocese, in 
writing, with respect to its apportionment, and to make known the result, without 
avoidable delay, to the Board of Managers. 

V. In case the contributions of any diocese should be in excess of its appor- 
tionment, such excess ought not be carried over as a credit to the diocese for the en- 
suing year; nor, in case the contributions of any diocese should fall short of its ap- 
portionment, ought the amount of its deficit to be added to its next apportionment. 
It should be understood that any pledge made in pursuance of the method herein 
proposed is not to be construed as a legal contract, but as purely a moral obligation. 

Should the method outlined in these suggestions meet the approval of the 
Board, your committee would recommend that a special committee be appointed, to 
report it, with such changes as they may think proper, for the action of the Board 
at its October meeting. 


ALL HONOR TO MILWAUKEE. 


THE Diocese of Milwaukee, by the action of its council, has voted to dis- 
pense with further appropriations from this Society after the first of next Sep- 
tember. ‘The following letter has been received from Bishop Nicholson, convey- 
ing information of the council’s action : 


Our diocesan council has just adjourned. In discussing the matter of the exi- 
gency now upon the General Board, in the matter of its finances, it has unanimous- 
ly resolved that the Diocese of Milwaukee relinquish, and most gratefully, the full 
annual appropriation so long and so generously donated to us, of $1,000, from Sep- 
tember 1st of this present year. The feeling was strong amongst our clergy and 
laity, that, after fifty years of continuous help from the Board, the Diocese of Mil- 
waukee should be able now to stand alone and sustain its diocesan missionary work 
from its own resources. 

And allow me to express, on behalf of this diocese and everybody within it, our 
most loyal gratitude for all the help the Board has so considerately given us. We 
can assure you it has done much permanent good, in an established mission work 
now covering every part of this jurisdiction, all in excellent shape and in growing 
order. 

We by no means would have the Board infer that we do not need this $1,000 
and cannot use it to great advantage. Indeed, it is a sacrifice, and a somewhat 
costly one, to give it up. Some of our valuable missionaries will have to feel it, 
and keenly. But give it up we clearly should, in view of the long reach of indul- 
gent favors in the past, and especially in view of that large and ugly deficit, now at 
your doors. 


EXTRACTS FROM A CORRESPONDENCE. 

A GmNEROUS Churchman, who contributed to make up the deficiency at 
the end of last year, recently informed the General Secretary that he had deter- 
mined not to contribute towards the deficiency this year because, as he wrote, 
<«Tt seems to me that there is a fault in the system that permits appropriations 

to be made, year after year, far in excess of a reasonable estimate of the income 
of the year. I do not know any better way to compel a close examination of 
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the system, from this point of view, than by declining to make a special gift at 
the present time.” 

In reply to his letter the following points were stated: 

1. The spirit of life requires that missions shall be advanced up to the measure 
of the Church’s ability. 

2. It is by no means an easy matter to draw back after advance has been made. 

3. The power of the Board of Managers is restricted by the following facts : 
(a) The Board of Missions, as the superior authority instructs that expenditures be 
maintained and increased. (b) The administration is divided among the Bishops in 
their several jurisdictions. 

4, The Board of Managers has moved forward with caution, making appropri- 
ations for short terms. 

5. The Board has urged economy upon all the missions, and has strictly ap- 
plied economy as far as possible. 

6. While other missionary societies in this country were largely in arrears, 


this Society alone, through the liberality of its members, closed last year without 
debt. 


7. Hope has been delusive, and expectation has been disappointed through de- 
lay in the return of business prosperity. 

8. For the foregoing reasons we trust that the generous members of the Church 
will not lose patience, but do all they can to help the Missionary Society to pay its 
honorable obligations and close this year without debt. 

It might be added that the Board of Managers, at its meeting June 9th, 
adopted a reduced schedule from which they made a deduction of eight per cent., 
applicable for the first three months only, or until December 1st, being unwill- 
ing to make it for a longer period unless necessity should compel it. 


OUR DUTY TO PHE* COLORED RACE: 


WE have a distinct and most high calling to do Church work among tbe 
Colored people of the South. They have an emphatic claim upon our sympa- 
thy and help in their struggle, and if they are modest in pressing their claim 
and patient under the disadvantages of their position, there is none the less rea- 
son why we as a Church should stretch out our hands to them and give them 
an upward lift. Warden Tunnell, speaking for his race, says that the Church 
is doing its best to help and bless the Negroes; but he laments that the resources 
for doing the work are so meagre, and that our people do not contribute their 
money to the work of our own Church so much as to other agencies among the 
Negroes. They have always been appreciative and grateful for what we have 
done for them, and responsive to our efforts in their behalf. 

The Commission on Work among the Colored’ People has tried again and 
again to give the work a push forward. Some years ago they secured from the 
Board of Missions a pledge of $40,000 a year, and last October they secured a 
promise from the Board at the rate of $70,000, pledging every effort towards 
raising the money. Yet, although nine months of this fiscal year have passed, 
the contributions for work among the Colored people are barely $10,396. Can 
it be possible that that fairly represents the measure of our interest in missions 
to the Colored people? Bishop Whipple, whose voice is always potent for the 
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Indians, has pleaded most earnestly for the Black race. Yet, notwithstand- 
ing this and the earnest words of the southern Bishops and Bishop Penick’s 
warnings and appeals, ears are deaf and hearts are cold, and the work, which 
has been well done, so far as the means in hand would permit, is suffered to 
languish when it should be supplied with money enough to make it grow and 
flourish. ; 

We will not believe that the last word upon this subject has been spoken 
until the hearts of Churchpeople are stirred to the depths by the tongues of a 
thousand rectors earnestly pleading and calling out glad offerings from Chris- 
tians:to make our fellow-citizens of the sable skin partakers with us in Church 
privileges, sharers in all the riches of Christ’s redemption. Shall we not have a 
glorious revival of missionary zeal, manifesting itself towards these who are near 
to us, to whom we owe a debt greater than we owe to any other people under 
heaven? 


SHARING THE BURDEN. 


BIsHoP PETERKIN of West Virginia, writes: 


I voted for the reduction of eight per cent. on the quarter’s stipends beginning 
September ist. It was a hard thing to do, but I cannot see how we could have done 
otherwise. In the meantime I cannot but think that if we all put our shoulders to 
the wheel more resolutely, and with a deeper sense of fellowship and common 
brotherhood, we can do something to lift up our missionary work and put it on a 
more solid basis. 

You know we in West Virginia are one of the least of the tribes in Israel. Still, 
I have always gone upon the principle that none is too weak to help. Casting 
about in my mind as to what we could do, I have been corresponding with the 
clergy of my self-supporting parishes, twelve in all, and am glad to write you the 
result. They all unite with me in saying, that we will send you in September the 
equivalent of eight per cent. on our quarter’s salary. This you may expect to re- 
ceive at the time indicated. 


GOOD COUNSEL. 

BisHop Turrrez, of Missouri, in his annual address uses the following words 
in regard to the General Missions of the Church: 

Word has come from the Secretary of the Board of Missions in New York city, 
that a probable deficiency of $86,000 faces them in the gifts for Domestic Missions 
this year, and in honesty the managers find themselves obliged to cut down the 
scale of appropriations for next year. This indicates that Missouri will not receive 
its usual $1,000 of help from that source next year. How heartily I wish that, be- 
fore August 31st, the end of their fiscal year, this $86,000 of a deficiency might sink 
out of sight! My brethren of the clergy, have you all dutifully seen to it that at 
least ane offering for Domestic Missions, and one for Foreign, have gone from your 
people this year? If not, are you not, in your place and degree, responsible for this 
sad threatening of curtailment ? 

With much earnestness the Bishop pressed the importance of carefully read- 
ing the diocesan paper, and the convention journal, as well as THE SPIRIT OF 
Missions and the general Church periodicals, to keep themselves fully informed 
of what the Church is doing both at home and abroad. 
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GIVE INFORMATION ABOUT MISSIONS. 


Tar Indian Churchman, a Church of England monthly newspaper 
published at Calcutta, India, and kindly sent by its publisher to the Church 
Missions House, contains in its May issue a notice of the last annual report of 
this Society full of fraternal regard for our Church and appreciation of its Do- 
mestic and Foreign Missions. In the course of its notice it says: “ Of the re- 
ports from the mission field, some are sent by Bishops and some by Missionary 
Bishops. We do not exactly understand the distinction between the two, and 
should like to be enlightened.” 

The explanation of this fact is very simple, namely, that the Church, 
through its General Board, aids missions in organized dioceses in the United 
States, as well as in missionary districts at home and abroad; “‘ Bishops” re- 
porting upon work aided in their dioceses, and ‘‘ Missionary Bishops,” upon 
work aided or entirely supported in their missionary districts. 

It should not surprise us that our brethren in India, living so many thou- 
sand miles away, fail to understand all the details of our missionary adminis- 
tration, when we remember the ignorance sometimes to be found in the Church 
at home. We venture to say that many of our own Churchpeople do not re- 
alize that the Domestic and Foreign Missionary Society makes annual appropri- 
ations in aid of missions in upwards of thirty dioceses of the Church in all parts 
of the country, but habitually associate the idea of Domestic Missions solely 
with the missionary jurisdictions of ‘‘the West.” Indeed, we suspect that 
many people well informed regarding the general missionary work who have 
not had occasion to learn the truth of the matter, would be astonished at the 
widespread ignorance of missionary facts perfectly familiar to themselves. 

All which should impress once more upon every one interested in the spread 
of the Gospel and the Church, the vital importance of giving information about 
missions to all who will hearken, since success depends so very largely upon 
doing this. 


IMPORTANT MEETING OF THE NEW YORK BIBLE AND COMMON 
PRAYER BOOK SOCIETY. 


At the last regular meeting of the managers of the New York Bible and 
Common Prayer Book Society, held at the Church Missions House on Tuesday 
in Whitsun-week, May 26th, the treasurer, Mr. James Pott, reported for the 
past quarter, grants of books as follows: 1,435 Bibles, 11,948 Prayer Books, 
12,000 Hymnals, and 206 New Testaments: a total of 25,589 volumes distrib- 
uted in all parts of the United States. This report of the treasurer of the Bible 
and Common Prayer Book Society shows the great work which the society is 
doing for the Church in this country, and will be of interest to all who wish 
it prosperity. 

Mr. Pott also reported what will interest especially our own readers—that 
the society had received a complete set of Prayer Books, as printed for the 
Church in Japan, from the translation committee there, of which the Rev. Mr. 
Tyng is secretary, published in three sizes, one of them in Roman letters. 
These books were examined with great interest, as the society had contributed — 
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largely toward the cost of publication and a member of the board—Professor 
Egleston, of Columbia University—had conferred with the translation commit- 
tee during a visit to Japan while their work was in progress. 

A copy of selections from the new Hymnal in Chinese was presented to the 
board, received from the committee in China. The board also appropriated 
funds for publishing at once for use among the Chinese in the United States a 
volume to be made up of parts of the Book of Common Prayer in Chinese and 
English, on opposite pages; the English to be that of the translation committee 
in China. The book will contain Morning and Evening Prayer, the Collects, 
the Catechism, and the Offices of Holy Baptism, Confirmation, and the Holy 
Communion. It is hoped that this volume will be published in the autumn. 


NEW VERSIONS OF THE BIBLE. 


ONE of the vice-presidents of the British Bible Society has issued a pamphlet 
which shows that the Bible is now printed in 381 languages, no less than fifty- 
two versions having been added in the last five years. Forty-two of these ver- 
sions are credited to the English and Scotch translators and societies, and to 
American societies, five. What toil this meant to the translators is easily seen 
from the fact that in the list twenty-three languages and dialects belong to the 
African Bantu family, and four belong to each of the Malayan, Chinese, and 
Melanesian, three are in Indian languages, two each belong to the Negro, Turki, 
Druidian, and Hamitic groups, and one each to the Thibeto-Barman, Aryan, 
and Micronesian families. 


BRIEF MENTION. 


In a recent letter Bishop Holly writes that on the 28th day of May last he com- 
pleted thirty-five years of work in Haiti, adding: ‘‘ The struggle from the begin-. 
ning has been hard and trying; but we have conquered a place in the esteem of 
the people, and Gospel seed has been sown among them that has sprung up 
and borne fruit. We would rather have had more cheerful news from the Board 
on this anniversary occasion than that just received, but by God’s help we will 
not allow ourselves to be disheartened.” This reference is to the probable cutting 
down of appropriations. 


THE ocean cable brings the intelligence once more of terrible earthquakes in 
Japan, at this time in the island of Yesso, the extreme northern part of the empire. 
The latest official report places the loss of life, principally from tidal waves follow- 
ing the earthquakes, at more than 30,000! We are very glad to know that none of 
our missions or missionaries have suffered from this calamity. 


THE committee of the English Church Missionary Society have consented that 
the ladies detained at Foochow and those recently sent out should go forward to 
the station where last year’s massacre occurred and to neighboring stations. This 
is in consequence of a letter from Archdeacon Wolfe. There seems to be no greater 
danger now in the province in which these stations are placed than in other parts 
of China. Archdeacon Wolfe writes very encouragingly of the condition of the 
province, and especially of the city of Foochow, ina missionary sense. The people 
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are flocking to the services as never before. He regards the present movement as a 
direct answer to the many prayers that have gone up from Fuh-kien since the Hwa- 
sang massacre. Let those prayers continue, and there may be a rich blessing. 


Tur Rey. George W. Easter, missionary at Union and four other points in 
West Virginia, reports for the quarter ending with May 81st: ‘‘ Our congregations 
have returned in contributions to Domestic and Foreign Missions $78.03 of the $100 
allowed by the Board. Last year they gave $139.52. Their total contributions to 
missions, diocesan and General, for 1895-96 to date are $235.23.” This is a remark- 
able report. If the whole Church should contribute to Domestic and Foreign Mis- 
sions in like proportions it could equip a great army of its soldiers. 

THE youngest son of Bishop Westcott, of England, is giving himself to the 
Foreign mission field. Three others are already missionaries in India, and the 
fourth will go to Delhi. The rapid growth of an eager missionary spirit amongst 
the clergy of Bishop Westcott’s diocese can hardly be wondered at when the exam- 
ple of the Bishop and his sons is remembered. 


A COMMITTEE of gentlemen consisting of the Hon. D. R. James, H. D. Hyde, 
E. P. Wheeler, Judge Fancher, Alex. EK. Orr, Wm. E. Dodge and the Rev. Dr. 
Strong, waited upon the President recently for the purpose of conferring with him 
in regard to the safety and protection of American missionaries stationed in Turkey. 
United States Minister Terrill, for political reasons, had deemed it expedient for all 
American missionaries to abandon their work and to return to their own country, 
and had advised the President to request the missionaries to adopt this course as the 
most politic under the circumstances; but the missionaries in the field refused to 
abandon their work, especially now when their labors are most needed, and ask for 
protection as American citizens. The mission of the above committee was therefore 
to urge upon the attention of the President three things: first, that United States 
consuls should be stationed at the principal ports in Turkey; secondly, that these 
consuls should be empowered to protect all American missionaries, and thirdly, that 
the President would insist upon Turkey’s government paying full indemnity for the 
losses sustained by the missionaries in the destruction of their property, to the 
amount of $100,000. This committee, after completing their work, retired with the 
assurance that the President would give the matter submitted to him his earnest 
attention. 


WITH OUR CORRESPONDENTS. 


BisHop Daviss, of Michigan, writes: ‘‘I dwelt as forcibly as I knew how in 
my convention address upon the present needs of the Board of Missions, reminding 
the members that we were for forty years beneficiaries of the Board, begging them 
not to forget our debt of gratitude, and asking that collections be made in every 
parish and mission.” 


BisHop Morris, of Oregon, writes: ‘‘ The telegram reporting the noble action 
of the Diocese of Dallas has just come in. I see that it willingly gives up what I 
suppose to be about one-third of its appropriation. I wish we were in a condition 
to follow their example; but I do not think it right for me to take that responsibility 
upon myself, unless I should see some prospect beforehand of making it up to our 
poor missionaries. I am quite prepared to believe that the necessity will come, but 
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I want it to appear that itis a necessity. If I were a young Bishop, who could 
leave his work, and go from door to door among the rich and liberal Churchpeople 
of the East, I could supply this deficiency, doubtless; but that not being the case, 
we must make up our minds to bear our burdens as best we can. I am in hearty 
sympathy with the Board of Managers in its very perplexing and difficult position, 
and know that it is doing all it can, and can only hope and pray that out of this 
dark day a brighter one will come.” 


BisHOP WILLIAMS, of Marquette, writes: ‘‘I have the circular of the Board rel- 
ative to reductions proposed. Of course it would be a blow all around, and ought 
not to be, on the general principle that the Church is really very well able to afford 
to keep twice as many missionaries in the field as she does. We are supporting 
high-priced singers and all sorts of expensive accessories to parochial enjoyment, 
while there is little missionary interest. I suppose I find the same difficulty in 
raising money for diocesan missions as you do for general work. It is the same 
principle that underlies both works. When parishes and missions tell me that it is 
useless to ask them for anything because their own needs are so great, I tell them 
that it is better to give with one hand and get back with the other than to be barely 
self-supporting and give nothing. Our present difficulty is that so many of our 
congregations are inadequately housed. The churches are getting too small for the 
congregations, and the stringency of the past few years has created a perfect horror 
of debt; so these little churches are just now laying by money to enlarge free of 
debt. Still, I think that every congregation which has had stated services this last 
year, save perhaps one, has contributed to General Missions. All new dioceses 
have so-called missions, where there is as yet no church, or where the merely 
monthly service possible leaves the people wanderers for the rest ofthe month, and 
they contribute to every board of missions except our own. This is as far as many 
people ever get to an idea of Catholicity. I would rather, however, be set some- 
thing to do than to be cut down. Tell this diocese through me what it has to do to 
hold its stipend, and I will do my best to bring the matter home where it will be 
most felt. You can appeal to that indefinite thing the ‘‘general Church con- 
science” for a long time without creating much of an impression, but set each. 
Bishop his line to follow, tell him that he and his clergy together are drawing from 
the central treasury and that from their apparent statistics they are so much behind 
their duty. If it chances that Marquette has given this year more than last, which 
I think is the case, ‘one good turn deserves another,’ and we will try to increase 
our record. If we are short, tell us how much we are short.” 


A RECTOR in Kansas, in sending a contribution, writes: ‘‘This is the third of- 
fering since February 1st for missions from this parish, but rather than see the year 
close with debt, or the next begun with reduced appropriations, I will take another, 
or as many more as requested. If indebtedness must be incurred, it must be plain 
to the most casual observer, that it had better be parochial than fall on the general 
work of the Church. I trust that the appeal may not bring in less but more than is 
needed, and thank you for bringing the importance of the matter before myself and 


my people.” 


A RECTOR in Colorado writes: ‘‘It may interest you to know that at the coun- 
cil of the Diocese of Colorado this week, a committee was appointed to draw up a 
report in regard to the threatened deficit in the funds of the Board. The committee 
reported, and the report was adopted, recommending strongly that all parishes and 
missions take a collection for the deficiency before September 1st, and also that the 
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regular collections be had in every church at Advent and Epiphany. The report 
closed with the words: ‘Anything short of this would seem to be inconsistent 
with the gratitude which we in Colorado owe to the General Church, to say noth- 
ing of the debt we owe to Almighty God, as stewards of the gifts of the Gospel.’ 
The committee on the state of the Church also strongly deplor nod the failure of so 
many parishes to give to this object.” 


A Missionary of the Society in Mississippi, in making his report for the quarter 


ending with May 31st last, writes: ‘‘I desire that you should send me no check for 
this quarter, but turn it in to General Missions as a personal contribution from me.” 


A MISSIONARY in the Diocese of Dallas, Texas, in his last quarterly report writes 
of services recently held by himself in a school-house twenty-five miles from the 
railroad: ‘‘I preached twice to a congregation consisting of all the people in that 
part of the country. Not a single attendant had ever heard the services of the 
Church before.” Of another point he writes: ‘‘I preached to some 300 people. 
One was a Churchman, and only two or three had ever heard the service of the 
Church before.” 


Mr. G. R. FarrRBANKs writes from Fernandina, Florida: ‘‘I have received the 
circular letter of the Treasurer and have done what I could to call attention to the 
great need of sustaining the work of the Board. I think our greatest trouble is the 
lack of system in reaching the body of communicants in the smaller parishes. 
Nearly all our parishes at the South and I suppose at the West rely upon the en- 
velope system for salary of the clergy and other expenses. The appeal for the 
Board of Missions comes once a year; attention is usually called to it by the rector, 
but it is only one of sundry objects to be provided for outside of the regular weekly 
offertory, and the amount given for missions is put on the plate in small change in 
connection with the larger amount in envelopes necessary for the weekly require- 
ments of the parish, and so naturally amounts to but a few dollars, being all that 
the contributors feel able to give at that particular time. If our people could be 
made to feel that there was a perpetual requirement on them to sustain the work of 
missions, and had the matter before them constantly, and were urged to contribute 
some small sum weekly, if only a nickel, and any considerable number of the com- 
municants in any parish, or mission, would faithfully and regularly, every Sunday, 
contribute in a mission envelope a nickel, the amount contributed annually by that 
parish would exceed several times what they now give. For instance a parish of 
only fifty communicants in which twenty of the number should give a nickel 
weekly, would at the end of the year have contributed fifty-two dollars, or if only 
ten thus contributed, it would amount to twenty-six dollars, while probably the 
present average of such parishes would not amount to ten dollars. If envelopes 
could be furnished I believe that this plan would be adopted in many places. There 
must be in every parish and mission a few who feel the importance of sustaining 
our mission, and who would make it a matter of conscience to give such small sum 
as they gould spare weekly. Of course it would also be a constant reminder, and I 
think might work better than the mission boxes, at least with some. If we could . 
only secure from the great body of the members of our Church the adoption of and 


adherence to some systematic plan of giving to the work of missio ns, we should not 
be so often threatened with a great deficiency.” 
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EDUCATION OF WOMEN IN TURKEY. 


sity revues PATRICK writes in the Forum sey June an interesting article on 
Peeve (i | of women in Turkey, She Says: The latest estimate of the popu- 

€ immediate possessions of Turkey is 21,830,000, of whom considerably 
more than half are Mohammedans. The remainder are Christians, with the ex- 
ception of about 275,000 Israelites. Both Mohammedan and Christian, however, 
include widely differing races. The most important Mohammedan races of Turkey 
are the Turks (or Osmanlis), the Arabs, Kurds, and Albanians. The Christian races 
include Armenians, Greeks, Bulgarians, and Maronites. The languages of Turkey 
are Arabic, Turkish, Kurdish, Albanian, Armenian, Greek, Bulgarian, and Syriac. 
The Israelites distributed throughout the empire speak Spanish, German, Russian, 
or Italian. 

It is the heterogeneous character of the people and their relations to each other 
that render the problem of promoting and establishing educational institutions so 
difficult of solution. Each school in the empire, whether Mohammedan or Chris - 
tian, supported by the government or by churches or private contributions, is re- 
quired to be enrolled in the department of public instruction and to submit to a cer- 
tain amount of supervision. A decided preference, however, is shown toward the 
Mohammedan schools, which alone are supported by the government. Female ed- 
ucation has been a matter over which the government has exercised little or no con- 
cern until recent years. It is only within the last half of the present century, Miss 
Patrick tells us, that it has become customary for the women of Turkey to learn how 
to read, although there have been exceptions even in the darkest ages. The Turkish 
public schools were the outcome of training classes connected with the mosques to pre- 
pare readers for the religious services. These classes gradually developed into com- 
munity schools for both boys and girls, which the girls were allowed to attend till they 
were ten or twelve years old, thus learning to read, and sometimes to write; but it 
was not till the reign of Abd-ul-Medjid, from 1839 to 1861, that the question of fe- 
male education received special attention. The validé sultana (chief woman of the 
palace), ‘‘ gathered the slave girls of the palace together and provided teachers for 
them.” This gave a new impetus to female education in Turkey, and schools for 
girls began from that time to multiply and increase in favor. The schools for Mus- 
sulman girls are of three grades—high, secondary, and primary schools; the pupils 
are instructed in reading and writing, the grammar of the Persian and Arabic lan- 
guages, needlework, the elements of arithmetic and geography, and the principles 
of the Mohammedan religion. The department of public instruction reported in 
1895, 1,419 Moslem primary schools for girls in the empire, containing 171,526 pupils 
and more than 130,000 girls enrolled in mixed primary schools. 

‘‘ Of the secondary schools there are thirty-nine, nine of which are in Con- 
stantinople. These schools,” Miss Patrick tells us, ‘‘offer a six years’ course of 
study, although the girls give a large proportion of their time to needlework, 
fashioning the most exquisite embroideries on delicate shades of silk and satin. 
The school is presided over by a foreign lady, but the teaching is in the hands of 
Osmanli instructors, mostly women.” 

The high-school, or normal-school, for Mussulman girls, and only one, is at 
Akserai in Stamboul, with a roll of 270 pupil’. The main object of the high-school 
is to provide teachers for the interior of Turkey, and at the same time to furnish 
poor women with a career by which they can maintain themselves. Accordingly, 
only the girls of the poorer classes of society attend the school; the course of study 
covers three years, and includes Persian and Arabic, Turkish literature, pedagogics, 
elementary science and mathematics, needle-work and the piano, and eight courses 
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in morals and religion. No foreign language is taught in the normal-school. The 
girls of the better class in the cities, after they have finished their primary courses, 
are put under governesses at their own homes. The Albanians and Kurds have 
made no provision for the education of their daughters in public schools, and the 
natural consequence is that these girls grow up wild and illiterate, a curse to them- 
selves and to the development and progress of their race and country, 

Far different is it with the Armenians in Turkey, who have 211 schools for girls, 
supported not by the government, but by the different Armenian communities 
throughout the country. The course of study varies, following largely the French 
system. ‘‘In the highest grade a good knowledge of ancient and modern Armenian 
is gained. French is taught, and sometimes English and German. Elementary 
sciences, general history, Bible history, needle-work, drawing and music are 
taught.” In Turkey the Armenians have under their own control six special schools 
and high-schools for girls, the community schools being free and supported by the 
churches or by voluntary contributions. ‘‘The Armenians, as a nation, are fond 
of study, and educational progress is sure to be rapid among them so soon as free- 
dom of action is allowed by the government.” 

Miss Patrick, in speaking of the Greek schools in Turkey, says: ‘‘ The Greeks in 
Turkey have the inspiration of the present educational progress of their mother 
country. They are generous in supporting their schools, as their patriotism turns 
in that direction. All Greek education is under the care of the Greek Church, and 
the Greek schools in Turkey rank first among the non-foreign schools in the educa- 
tional opportunities offered.” 

One of the most encouraging features of providing and popularizing education 
for girls in Turkey is the deep interest which the Woman’s Board of the United 
States has shown in its efforts to establish throughout Asia Minor an extensive sys- 
tem of schools. The reports state that at present there are sixteen high-schools 
under American supervision in different parts of Asia Minor, presided over by 
teachers from many of our colleges in the United States. The course of study is 
comprehensive, and the methods of teaching are modern. These schools, therefore, 
become a centre of light and exert an influence that is widely felt. Miss Patrick 
closes her interesting article by saying: ‘‘ It will be seen from these statements that 
public instruction is more widely diffused through the Turkish Empire than is com- 
monly supposed, and one may safely prophecy that, should political conditions be 


favorable, educational progress will be rapid among the women in Turkey in the 
near future.” 


OUR MISSION TO THE WORLD. 


THE Church’s mission standpoint is becoming more clearly understood. The 
past year has been a year of criticisms, but it has also been a year of appreciation. 
The Quarterly Review inserted a summary article on missions, which would havo 
astonished our forefathers, so thorough and clear was the testimony borne to the 
Divine obligation and blessing resting upon the work. Several leading journals 
and newspapers have rendered an equally decisive tribute, and then have criticised 
and objected. We do not, however, regret this criticism. We fear more from in- 
difference than from discussion. We rather regard it as a cause for congratulation 
that this portion of the secular press has been so far roused from its apathy that it 
has deemed it worth its while to introduce in any way the subject of Christian mis- 
sions to the general reader. We cannot, of course, expect self-denying aid for mis- 
sion work from those who have yet to learn the value of religion themselves; and 
we are not surprised when from these, instead of aid, we meet with objections, and 
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even opposition. In the end, publicity enlists interest, and many who have done 
nothing simply because they never thought of a subject of which they seldom, if 
ever, heard anything, arrive at the conviction that it is high time to remember 
what the Iron Duke once termed ‘‘ the marching orders of the Church.” 

Now, in the hour of thankfulness, we shall do well to look again at the mighty 
work still before us, and rally ourselves to greater and more self-denying effort. 
We must not allow our minds to rest with complacency on the tokens of God’s 
blessing in the past or the present. We must be thankful, but we cannot be too 


humble. What we have done ought only to stimulate us to do far more.—English 
Church Paper. 


PRIESTLY RULE IN UTAH. 


Just what might have been foreseen and what was to have been anticipated has 
happened: the Mormon church authorities are determined to establish a priestly rule 
in Utah, and in the existing order of affairs there is nothing to prevent them. The 
church holds two conferences a year, in April and October, and has just brought its 
first semi-annual conference for the present year to an end. Last fall the church au- 
thorities objected because their political plans were upset by the acceptance of renom- 
inations to office by two of their church officers without receiving the permission of 
the high authorities. At the conference last week the subject was brought up for 
discussion, with the result that an address on the subject was issued. The document 
is signed by Wilford Woodruff, George Q. Canon, and other high church dignitar- 
ies, and is the authoritative declaration of the church. The address lays down very 
explicitly the rule that before accepting any position or nomination, political or 
otherwise, members of the church, who hold any church office (and seventy per 
cent. of the Mormon people do hold church offices), must apply to the proper au- 
thorities and learn from them whether they will be permitted to accept such nomi- 
nation or position. To maintain proper discipline and order in the church, the man- 
ifesto says, this rule is deemed absolutely necessary, and should not be considered 
as an infringement on the individual rights of the citizens. Their position as de- 
fined is that a man having accepted the honors and obligations of ecclesiastical of- 
fice in the church, cannot of his own volition make these honors subordinate to or 
even co-ordinate with new ones of an entirely different character, and that he is 
bound to obtain the consent of the priesthood before assuming any other such re- 
sponsibilities. If the church can keep men out of politics in this way, it will be 
seen what a hold it gives such men as Canon and Woodruff; they can secure any- 
thing they want in the shape of political honors, and they can presumably dispose of 
the Mormon franchise in bulk. The only hope is in the ultimate settling of the coun- 
try by the anti-Mormon element; but even when this comes to pass there will still 
remain the wielding of this immense unscrupulous power. Perhaps it would have 
been well to have denied Utah statehood awhile longer; but she is now in the 
Union with her forty-fifth star, and the best must be made of it. Unless signs fail, 
there are elements in the present political organization of Utah which are not at all 
promising for the general good of the country, but which look to the establishment 
within the state of a hierarchical government as dangerous to liberty as it is unre- 
publican and threatening to good morals.—Christian Work. 


Domestic Missions. 


FORM OF BEQUEST TO DOMESTIC MISSIONS. 


I give, devise, and bequeath, to the Domestic and Foreign Missionary Society 
of the Protestant Episcopal Church in the United States of America, for Domestic 
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Should it be desired, the words can be added: To be used for work among the 
Indians, or for work among Colored People. 


‘““FROZEN 


Prruars the section of the country giv- 
ing promise of the most rapid advance 
along avenues of worldly prosperity and 
growth in Christian grace at the present 
time is Florida, ‘‘frozen Florida,’’ as it 
is called since its sudden frost of about 
a year ago. One would naturally think 
the state in a well-nigh hopeless con- 
dition. Her sad, dead orange groves 
reach out their stiffened limbs as if in 
appeal to the passer-by, and the sombre, 
gray moss adds to the general tint of 
mourning, covering in masses the gaunt 
branches of her old live-oaks, leaving only 
palmettos and palms to prove the life left 
in her, with here and there a sickly rose- 
bush which has defied the frost, or a 
sweet yellow jasmine, to prove that there 
is still virtue in Florida’s frost-bitten 
sand. 

The beauty of Florida, her glory in the 
past, is gone for a time, and the tourist 
who is still loyal to her balmy air must 
turn his attention to more subtle 
charms than golden oranges and delicate 
perfumes. He must expect to find the 
sunshine dull and cold without that yel- 
low glow over all her landscape which 
Florida has boasted in times gone by, and 
now the sleepy alligator, the soft breeze, 
and the despised scrub-palm must testify 
alone to her semi-tropical latitude, and 
alone must they give promise of better 
days that will surely come. 

But in this very death must Florida 
place her hope of a resurrection. In this 
terrible calamity lies her greatest good. 
The orange industry has been such an 
all-absorbing one that it seems not to 
have occurred to the Floridian that any 
other might be necessary or desirable. 
All thought has been concentrated on the 
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growing of oranges, and orange culture 
has paid. Abundant returns have been 
the result. But while carrying on this 
industry the people of Florida have been 
living on canned food and condensed — 
milk. Few fresh vegetables, little fresh 
meat, and almost no milk have been 
known to form the ordinary bill of fare, 
because few had ever attempted to raise 
such luxuries, and apparently few could. 
To be sure, cows were sometimes kept wan- 
dering about among the unpalatable un- 
dergrowth of the ‘‘hummock land,’’ but 
they were lean and poor, and one of the 
Florida jokes runs to the effect that if a 
cup of milk is desired some one goes out 
and drives in the herd! 

Florida’s sandy soil, reminding one 
everywhere of a sea beach, is after all 
much more fertile than one would sup- 
pose, and it is said to be possible to raise 
small fruits and vegetables with very 
great success if intelligent means are used 
for their cultivation. So that healthy 
food, fresh from the soil, may easily be 
provided for the people of the state, and 
such possible crops would be the means 
of great income. 

It is true that our New England grass 
does not grow in pure sand, and cows 
have at present a hard outlook there; but 
there is a variety called wire-grass, which 
is inured to such surroundings, and may 
be cultivated easily, upon which cattle 
would thrive, and the use of which would 
do away with the expensive importation 
of hay from the North. 

Besides the products of the soil, which 
care and study and perhaps irrigation 
would make possible, those people in 
Florida who have remained, and have 
risen above the terrible depression of ‘‘the 
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freeze,’? tell us that many industries 
hitherto unthought of there are coming to 
men’s minds, and an energetic effort is 
even now about to be made in many lines. 
Then, even though the frosts come, as 
they may come from time to time, there 
will still be left in Florida full means of 
support. : 

Had it not been for this sudden wiping 
out of property the state might never 
have felt the necessity of a broader inter- 
est and a wider field of industry. The 
calamity, dreadful as it was, bringing 
extreme poverty and suffering to hun- 
dreds of people, may yet be recognized as 
one of those events in a country’s history 


which have helped to work out that coun-— 


try’s salvation, bitter though the experi- 
ence has been. It has opened the eyes of 
the people of Florida to possibilities which 
are boundless. 

But this is not all. It is a sad truth 
that character needs adversity at times 
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for its better development and strength, 
and there is scarcely asection of the coun- 
try in the United States which has not 
had its peculiar disaster, through which 
its people have grown stronger and better 
prepared to meet new ills. Such is the 
effect of ‘‘the freeze’’ on Florida. Some- 
what unconsciously there has grown into 
the hearts of the people a more definite 
feeling of trust and of responsibility, and 
their own trouble has brought the trials 
and needs of others nearer tothem. Flor- 
ida is making sacrifices in these days for 
the home missionary work, within her 
borders and without, which few other 
sections of country can equal. There 
seems to have been borne in upon her own 
consciousness, simultaneously with her 
great misfortune, a crying need of moral 
and spiritual work in this country which 
has left a deep impress and is bringing 
about substantial results.—Correspon- 
dence of Home Missionary. 


MISSIONARY INTELLIGENCE. 


AuasKa.—The Rey. H. Beer writes that 
the erection of the new church building 
at Juneau has been begun, and that it is 
hoped that the building may be so far 
finished as to permit its use for public 
worship, even though it may not be com- 
pleted in all respects. The contract for 
the carpenter’s work calls for the ex- 
penditure of $1,300. This does not in- 
clude the ceiling of the interior nor the 
cost of the glass for the windows. 

The rectory has been completed, but is 
unpainted, and Mr. Beer is comfortably 
installed in it. 

Departure for Alaska of Mrs. Rowe 
and Mrs. Beer.—A valued correspondent 
writes from Tacoma, Washington, June 
9th, as follows: ‘‘In the evening of June 
1st we saw Mrs. Rowe and Mrs. Beer safely 
established on the‘ Topeka,’ and they sailed 
some time during the night. The Rev. 
Dr. Nevius and the Rey. Messrs. Church 
and Applegate and others were also there, 
helping to get them comfortably settled.’’ 


DELAWARE.—Bishop Coleman spoke as 
follows in his last annual address to the 
convention of his diocese: ‘‘In common 
with other Bishops, I have received from 
the Board of Managers of our Domestic 
and Foreign Missionary Society a state- 
ment of the present financial condition of 


its treasury, which has made it neces- 
sary to suggest a material reduction of 
the stipends of all its missionaries. It 
certainly ought not to be necessary thus 
to reduce what is already in most instances 
very meagre. Rather ought we to be in- 
creasing these stipends, both as to num- 
ber and amount. The emergency, how- 
ever, is real andimminent. The only way 
to meet it now and to prevent its unhappy 
reappearance hereafter, is for every mem- 
ber of the Church to do something, and 
that his best and most. 

‘“‘There are many individuals in every 
diocese, even, to our reproach, whole par- 
ishes, that give absolutely nothing to this 
our general Society, and many others who 
give but a very insignificant sum. 

‘‘Our own diocesan needs are consider- 
able, and it requires, I grieve to say, con- 
stant importunity with some to obtain 
what is thus due; but we are a part of 
the Catholic Church, and ought to give 
a proportion of our money for objects out- 
side our own narrow boundaries. Were 
we to be more liberal to these, we would, 
I doubt not, be more generous to those 
which are at home. I earnestly hope 
that the present appeal for aid may meet 
in Delaware with an instant and hearty 
response, and that at all times the work 
intrusted to this Society—of which every 
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person baptized becomes ex facto a mem- 
ber—may be the object of regular and sys- 
tematic donations, and that the Board of 
Managers may not ever again have to 
face the question of a reduction in the 
stipends of our ill requited missionaries. 

‘*Distasteful as it is to me to have so 
often to appeal for money, it is very much 
more distressing to observe what a sure 
test its withholding is of a lack of that 
spiritual interest in heavenly things (and 
the work of Christ’s own Church is a 
heavenly thing) which is so alarming and 
dishonoring among those who profess to 
believe in Him whose are the silver and 
gold, and who is so bountiful and im- 
partial and forgiving in His blessings to 
mankind. 

‘‘Surely, surely, Dear Brethren, we 
must, by such coldness and selfishness, 
be grieving that Holy Spirit whose gra- 
cious descent we have again been lately 
commemorating. If the gifts which we 
make to the Church, whether they be of 
money or of iabor, be once honestly meas- 
ured by our expenditures upon ourselves, 
and their final results be likewise com- 
pared, our religious privileges and respon- 
sibilities will inevitably rise in our esti- 
mation. With my whole heart, I plead 
with you all—both clergy and laity—in 
the beginning of another diocesan year to 
weigh well the imperative calls that come 
to you from God Himself, and so to heed 
them as to honor the estate into which 
He has deigned to admit you, and thus 
to have a less damaging account to give 
of yourselves in the day of your inevit- 
able reckoning. ’’ 


Grorei1a.—The Rev. J. J. P. Porry 
writes under date of June 10th last of his 
work among Colored people in Brunswick 
as follows: ‘‘I have just made up my par- 
ish register and will let you know some- 
thing of what has been done during my 
six years’ work in this mission. I find 
that I have baptized 240 men, women, 
and children and have presented 155 for 
confirmation and have now 144 commun- 
icants in good standing. Our Church 
property has increased and is valued at 
$11, 300. 

‘The influence of this work extends be- 
yond the diocese. As a specimen of the 
letters I am receiving, I will quote from 
one lying on my desk, which came last 
week. The people from whom it came 
are entire strangers to me, and so must 
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have heard of this work in some way. 
The letter says: ‘The good people of this 
place are very anxious to have an Epis- 
copal church. There are no less than 200 
families waiting for such a church. We 
do not want to join the white church. 
Please let me know what can be done in 
order to procure the organization of this 
congregation.’ 

‘*Now, calculating according to the rule 
of census-takers, three and one-half per- 
sons to a family, we see that 700 souls are 
desirous of coming into the Church, and 
they would at once be self-supporting. I 
may devote my vacation to this work, or 
a part of it, if the Bishop and clergy of 
that part of the country allow me to do so. 

‘*T have had a successful year in the 
school work. I have had 143 children and 
four teachers, and have taken in as fees 
for tuition $293.34. I close the school in 
a few days and in the fall I want to open 
with an industrial department. The first 
department I wish to add is printing, and 
towards that, I have a building and the 
man to instruct. I am now trying to 
raise $500 for machinery, which, if I suc- 
ceed in getting this department, will after 
three months’ working pay its own ex- 
penses. I also intend to have Colored 
teachers and see what can be done with 
them in the work.’’ 


Iowa.—The Rey. Clarence EK. Webb re- 
ports from Marshalltown: ‘‘This parish 
has sixty-five communicants, mostly wo- 
men. I came here last July. They were 
then on the point of abandoning the 
work. We have no church building. The 
ladies’ guild has built and owns a hall. 
We have no rectory. House-rent has 
cost me $200 a year. Our Sunday-school 
is small and teachers are scarce. 

‘*Before coming to Marshalltown I was 
in Anamosa eight months, during which 
time I received $255. I had to borrow 
money to pay a few small debts and to be 
able to leave town. I am now just about 
$125 in debt. The church has just recent- 
ly raised my salary from seventy-five to 
ninety dollars amonth. I havea wife and 
two children depending on me, and also a 
young brother.’’ 

The Rev. Irving McElroy’s Report.— 
The Rey. Irving McElroy, Archdeacon of 
Waverly, who has removed to North Da- 
kota, to engage in new work there, in 
making his final report from Iowa, says: 
‘*T send the following summary of my six 
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years and two months’ work: Services, 
1,288; visits to towns, 1,435; miles trav- 
elled, 78,815; baptisms, 105; marriages, 
twelve; burials, seventeen; confirmations, 
110, from seventeen towns; missions and 
old parishes reopened, nineteen ; new mis- 
sions opened, nine; clergy settled, nine- 
teen. One result of my labors has been 
a generally awakened interest in our 
Church and her work, the removing of 
prejudice, and the increase of points where 
services are held. This diocese never 
needed help more than it does to-day, for 
the old order is changing and giving 
place to the newer and better, the people 
are becoming more stationary, the Church 
more appreciated, and her ministrations 
more in demand. Vacancies are more 
quickly filled, people are growing more 
earnest in their efforts, and the time ia 
coming when Iowa will take her place 
among the self-supporting dioceses. Our 
offerings for missions are small, but more 
give than formerly, and in spite of the 
financial depression of the past few years, 
which is very seriously felt in an agri- 
cultural state, I trust that the Board 
may soon find itself in a position to fill 
my place, and resume the work among all 
those scattered and feeble places where 
my work has been carried on for the past 
six years and more.’’ 


Monrana.—The Rev. R. V. K. Harris, 
missionary at Miles City and other points 
in the jurisdiction, in his report for the 
last quarter, writes: ‘‘ During the quarter 
two new unorganized missions have been 
opened. . . The present missionary 
has a field stretching 150 miles along the 
Northern Pacific railroad, and Wibaux, 
the easternmost mission, is 110 miles from 
his home at Miles City. He has trav- 
elled in the quarter about 1,200 miles to 
meet his appointments, holding thirty 
services on Sundays and twenty-three on 
week-days. Twice as many services ought 
to be held in every place, but the expense 
is too great and the missionary’s time is 
limited. ’’ 


New Mexico.—The Rey. Hale Towns- 
end, missionary at Santa Fé, reports as 
follows: ‘‘ Here is my report for the quarter 
ending May 31st. The time it covers has 
been marked by but few variations from 
the routine of steady Church life. These 
variations, however, have always been 
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important. The children set about their 
Lenten offering with a zeal that I though 
would be impracticable in these dull 
times; but unexpected help came, and 
the amount raised was one-third larger 
than last year. The annual missionary 
offering from the congregation also came 
to just thirty-three per cent. of excess, 
and we gave an offering somewhat larger 
than usual to missions among the Jews. 

‘‘Haster found us with every claim 
paid, save the one on the rectory, and 
that reduced from $620 to $376. The 
building is leased to a careful tenant, and 
the rent will about cancel the debt in 
another twelve months. Our total offer- 
ings for all purposes were $884, as against 
the $619 of 1895. In addition to this is 
to be reckoned the expense, running over 
nearly two years, of the beautiful chancel 
window, ‘The Good Shepherd,’ which 
the ladies’ guild put in place on Trinity 
Sunday as a memorial of Bishop Dunlop, 
who spent the first year of his Kpiscopate 
here. 

‘‘The government Indian school I have 
visited this quarter, and I feel that among 
its 150 pupils, with Colonel Jones, a 
Churchman, at their head, there isa field 
for great usefulness. 

‘*At Cerrillos I held a service, and was 
greeted by a congregation of forty, who 
cheered me with good singing and respon- 
ses, led by the Methodist minister. Ex- 
Governor Prince, who was present, ren- 
dered, of course, valuable assistance. . I 
baptized the next morning two children 
whose parents were expecting to go soon 
where there might be no clergyman with- 
in hundreds of miles. These parents told 
me that at the coal-mining village near 
Cerrillos some half-a-dozen Churchpeople 
used to join them in reading the service 
and singing hymns, and only gave it up 
when all had moved away. 

‘At Espanola I baptized a child, and 
received the name of an adult candidate 
for the same sacrament. Two children 
there took Lenten pyramids and sent 
$2.06 as their offering. 

‘*A Presbyterian Mexican is my sexton, 
and he follows the service most devoutly 
in his Spanish Prayer Book, and pow 
his nephew has asked for one, thinking 
the contents excellent. I hope this will 
bring more.’’ 


New Yorx.—The Rev. G. Hammars- 
kéld, general missionary to Swedes, says 
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in a recent report: ‘‘As experience has 
taught me that the future success of our 
Swedish work will depend largely on the 
impression made upon the clergy of 
Sweden, it is with great satisfaction that 
I mention that, through the kind assist- 
ance of the former and present secretaries 
of the House of Bishops, the last pas- 
toral letter of the Bishops has been printed 
in Swedish for distribution in this coun- 
try and in Sweden. I am convinced that 
this document will awaken much inter- 
est on the other side of the Atlantic, and 
stimulate an inquiry which cannot fail 
to be beneficial to our efforts in behalf of 
the Swedish-Americans ‘whose feet tend 
toward the old paths in which they long 
to stand fast and find rest for their souls.’ ’’ 


NorTHERN Catirorsta. —The Church 
papers have announced the sad _intelli- 
gence that Bishop Wingfield has been suf- 
fering from a severe stroke of paralysis 
which occurred at his home in Benicia on 
Saturday, May 23rd, and which it was at 
first feared that he could survive but a short 
time. The Northern California Church- 
man, the official paper of this jurisdic- 
tion, states in its issue for June, that the 
Bishop’s last entry in his diary before his 
illness was dated on May 12th at Benicia, 
and reported him busy all day with corre- 
spondence. That paper then says: ‘‘Here 
the Bishop’s journal ceases. For the next 
few days he was confined to his bed and 
room, but by Saturday, May 16th, he felt 
equal to undertake a trip to Red Bluff. 
There he was met at the station by the 
rector, who himself was ill, and was very 
hospitably entertained by one of the par- 
ishioners. By Saturday night the Rev. 
Mr. Gilbert’s illness had developed into 
double pneumonia, and Sunday the Bish- 
op was obliged to conduct both morning 
and evening service, preach twice, con- 
firm, and address a class of six persons. 
Monday he stopped off at Corning, and 
visited the Rev. Mr. Cope, and spent the 
night at his house, returning to Benicia 
Tuesday evening in very good spirits and 
apparently well. Early Wednesday morn- 
ing he suffered from a violent attack of 
indigestion, and the doctor had to be 
called to afford him relief. Friday the 
Bishop was still so unwell that he was 
obliged to cancel his appointments for 
Sunday at Grass Valley and Nevada City. 
May 23d, at about four o’clock in the 
afternoon, while moving about his bed- 


room, the Bishop was suddenly stricken 
with paralysis, and fell to the floor. The 
left side is utterly helpless, but apparent- 
ly causes no pain. 

‘‘It is with the greatest feeling of re- 
gret and sorrow that we are obliged to 
chronicle these few facts, and well we 
know that the news will awaken an echo- 
ing pang of grief and sympathy in the 
hearts of many who are deeply interested 
in our beloved Bishop and his work. 
Since the first there has been a gradual 
improvement in his condition, and each 
day brings fresh hope to those about him, 
who are anxiously watching and praying 
for a speedy restoration to health. At 
this present writing (May 30th), the 
Bishop is resting quietly and without 
pain, and enjoying intervals of almost 
complete consciousness. ’’ 

The latest information of the Bishop’s 
illness is given by the Pacific Church- 
man of June 15th, which says: ‘‘ Bishop 
Wingfield continues the same. It is a 
case of well defined paralysis. He is ina 
semi-conscious condition; his entire left 
side wholly paralyzed. His attending 
physician says there is no per- 
ceptible change from day to day.’’ 


OrEGon.—Bishop Morris writes under 
date of June 4th as follows: ‘‘ I send you 
a cutting from the Oregon Churchman, 
that you may see what that paper has to 
say about the ‘reduced appropriations’ ; 
and also one about the Bishop’s jubilee, 
that you may see what is proposed to be 
done in the way of helping ourselves some 
day in the future: 

‘‘THE MISSIONARY APPROPRIATIONS. 

‘*Many of our readers must have known 
for some time, that the income of the 
General Board of Missions was far below 
their expenditures, and that there were 
grave apprehensions of their being com- 
pelled to reduce their appropriations, with- 
draw many of their missionaries from 
their posts, or allow them to remain in 
circumstances of great hardship and 
suffering. That apprehension has _ be- 
come a reality, and the Board of Manag- 
ers has sent forth a circular which ought 
to make the ears of delinquent clergy and 
people tingle, throughout the whole 
C@hurchir. f aeor 

‘This diocese has ten missionaries re- 
ceiving stipends from this Board, and it 
can hardly be possible that the reduction 
required by this condition of things will 
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be less than one-third of their present 
salaries, possibly compelling them to for- 
sake their sacred callings, and turn to 
some other pursuit to provide food and 
raiment for their families. This is no 
condition of things peculiar to Oregon, 
but is the same all over the missionary 
field, and one that should stir the hearts 
and conscience of Church-members to their 
very depths. 
‘‘THE BISHOP’S JUBILEE. 

“‘Shortly before the close of the diocesan 
convention in 1895, the following resolu- 
tions were adopted: 


““* WHEREAS, The fiftieth anniversary of the or- 
dination to the Ministry of the Right Rev. B. Wistar 
Morris, D.p., Bishop of this diocese, will occur in 
1896, shortly before the time for calling together the 
annual convention, and 

‘“““WHEREAS, This convention desires a fitting op- 
portunity to express its deep interest in this coming 
event, and appropriately to celebrate it, be it 

““* Resolved: That the Bishop be and is hereby 
requested to provide, in his call for the next con- 
vention, for a special service during its session in 
recognition of this anniversary.’ 


‘Complying with this request, the Bish- 
op has fixed the time for holding the an- 
nual convention, beginning with Sunday, 
June 28th, that day being precisely fifty 
years from the date of his ordination in 
1846, and has appointed a committee to 
take charge of the services and carry out 
the wish expressed by the convention. 
The committee has prepared a circular for 
distribution throughout the diocese, of 
which the following is a copy: 


“*To THE CLERGY AND LAITY IN THE DIOCESE OF 
OrxEGON: The undersigned, appointed a committee 
to give effect to the resolution adopted by the last 
convention, (Journal 1895, page 90) beg leave to an- 
nounce that the Bishop of the diocese, the Right 
Rev. B. Wistar Morris, has consented that a special 
union service shall be held in Trinity Church, Port- 
land, on the evening of Sunday, June 28th, (the 
opening day of the convention) to celebrate the fif- 
tieth anniversary of his ordination to the Ministry. 
It is expected that addresses will be made by visit- 
ing Bishops and Presbyters. 

‘¢*Tt is intended to mark this occasion by beginning 
an endowment fund for the future extension and 
support of the work of the Church in Oregon, to be 
‘known as the Bishop Morris Jubilee Endowment 
Fund for Diocesan Missions. 

‘¢* The intention is that all contributions shall be 
permanently invested and no income used until the 
fund shall have reached $5,000 as a nucleus, after 
which the interest only shall be expended under the 
direction of the board of missions of this diocese. 
Such an endowment, with its assured annual in- 
come, would be an instrumentality of incalculable 
value for the aggressive work of the Church in this 
wide and developing country. Not only is the Bish- 
op averse to any testimonial of a personal charac- 
ter, but he has informed the committee that, if this 
fund shall be established, he will add to it the sum 
placed in his hands upon the occasion of the twenty- 
fifth anniversary of his consecration as Bishop, 
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which (with additions from interest) now amounts 
to $300. 

‘* Realizing that the time allowed is insufficient for 
the collection of any large sum in cash, the commit- 
tee suggests that in addition to money offerings to be 
made at the anniversary service, pledges shall be 
given by parishes, missions, and individuals redeem 
able at any time before June Ist, 1897, with the un- 
standing that these shall not reduce or take the 
place of the usual canonical offerings for diocesan 
missions. The committee hope this matter will re 
ceive practical attention from the rector and vestry 
of every church in the diocese, in order that the 
substantial assistance proffered by the Bishop may 
be largely exceeded by the receipts and pledges 
from other sources. . . .’ 

‘*It is hoped that the responses to this 
announcement will be prompt, cordial, 
and substantial in character, and that a 
considerable portion of the fund to be 
established shall be guaranteed by the 
date of the Bishop’s anniversary. It is 
believed that he has many friends both 
within and without the diocese who wil 
be glad to contribute both for his sake 
and for that of the cause which is to re- 
ceive the direct benefit of the fund.’’ 

The Bishop writes that ‘‘this jubilee 
was none of my doing,’’ but that some of 
the people of the diocese insisted upon 
doing something to mark the anniversary, 
and he consented for the purpose of start- 
ing the missionary endowment, which ‘‘in 
the long future may come to something 
worth while.’’ 


Western Micuican.—Bishop Gillespie 
spoke as follows in his recent convention 
address of the offerings of his congrega- 
tions to missions outside of the diocese: 
‘The offering to our Domestic and For- 
eign Missions for the year ending Septem- 
ber Ist, 1895, amounted to $1,490.52. It is 
very gratifying that this was $245.28 in 
excess of the previous year. The omis- 
sion of offerings is in four parishes, five 
missions. We are so near the proud 
record of no omission that we must reach 
it this year. If we do not, the fault is 
with the clergy. There is not the feeble 
mission where the alms-basin would re- 
turn to the minister empty, certainly not 
if he had in an intelligent, sensible way 
talked missions to the people. ’’ 

W. N. Hailmann, the national 
superintendent of Indian schools, pro- 
poses to hold summer institutes for In- 
dian school employees at St. Paul, San 
Francisco, and Lawrence, Kansas.

BISHOP TUCKER’S WORK IN UGANDA. 


THE progress of Christianity in the 
provinces of Uganda, Central Africa, 
under the leadership of Bishop Tucker of 
the English Church, is attracting uni- 
versal attention and interest. There is 
perhaps no other mission field in the 
world where the preaching of the Gospel 
has met with such marked success in our 
day. In the brief period of six years this 
benighted country, steeped in ignorance 
and superstition, barbarism and idolatry, 
with no greater aspiration in Jife than 
the preservation of a mere existence in 
an environment calculated only to de- 
base and destroy both body and soul, 
under the influence of the Gospel has 
become transformed and made ‘‘a centre 
of light and a channel of life” in that 
darkest portion of Africa. 

Prior to the coming of Bishop Tucker 
to Uganda in 1890, desolation was every- 
where to be seen; but out of this chaotic 
condition, the Bishop, with the aid of his 
missionaries, has brought about a mar- 
vellous change. Within the brief period 
of five years, the desolation of the capi- 
tal, Mengo, has been changed into what 
is now one great garden. The drum 
which used to beat from morning to 
night to arouse the natives into a high 
pitch of excitement, beats now either to 
call the people together for service in the 
great church, or for instruction in the 
various school-houses. Waste lands 
have been reclaimed and new land put 
under cultivation. Houses have been 
erected and homes provided for the lower 
classes. Roads have been improved and 
impassable swamps bridged over, while 
others have been drained. A protectorate 
has been proclaimed, anda state of civili- 


zation has begun to dawn upon that once 
benighted country. 

* This has all been the outcome of the 
planting of the Kingdom of God in 
Uganda, the spiritual effects of which 
are even more pronounced than the tem- 
poral. The beautiful and commanding 
hill of Namirembe stands to-day crowned 
with a Christian church large enough to 
accommodate some 4,000 worshippers, 
and in the districts about the capital 
twenty-three churches bear witness to 
the phenomenal growth of the Christian 
religion in these parts. ‘‘I do not 
know,” writes Bishop Tucker, ‘‘ that any 
thing cheered me more on my way from 
the Nile to Mengo than to have pointed 
out to me church after church crowning 
this or that hill on the right hand and on 
the left. There are now, I believe, 200 
of these churches scattered throughout 
the country.” 

Some idea of the extent of the work 
now being done in Uganda, and of its 
wide-spread influence, may be gained 
from the reports of the Bishop himself. 
On Sunday, October 138th, 1895, he 
visited one of the district churches above 
alluded to, and although the weather was 
broken and rain threatened, the chapel 
holding 150 persons was crowded, some 
even sitting outside. Sixty-eight men 
and thirty women received the ‘‘ laying- 
on of hands.” At another chapel five 
days later sixty-two men and thirty-six 
women were confirmed. This was fol- 
lowed by a third service five days later, 
when ninety-three men and fifty-two 
women came forward and confessed 
Christ as their God and Saviour in Con- 
firmation. 
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Speaking of a service held at Mengo, 
the Bishop says: ‘‘On Sunday, October 
6th, an immense congregation was gath- 
ered together in the new church. It is 
calculated that at least 6,000 persons were 
in the church, and the barazzas outside. 
The church large as it is, was far too 
small to hold the great concourse of peo- 
ple which came together. Two thousand 
at least were sitting outside. There were 
nearly 300 communicants. In the after- 
noon the church was nearly full; forty- 
four persons were baptized.”” Continu- 
ing, the Bishop says: ‘‘My story has 
been one of wonders, daily mercies with- 
out number; wonderfully kept and 
brought safely to the haven where one 
would be. Wonders of grace in the 
hearts of the people of Uganda. Think 
of it! Nearly 2,000 souls baptized during 
the past nine months in Mengo alone; 
300 to be confirmed at Ngogus, and so on. 
May God give us grace to trust Him 
more.” 

The letters from the missionaries scat- 
tered throughout Uganda shed additional 
light upon this great work carried on by 
Bishop Tucker. Archdeacon Walker 
speaks of the earnest spirit of inquiry 
among the native converts touching the 
meaning and history of Biblical events. 
“‘It is nothing uncommon,” he says, ‘‘ to 
be asked by some laboring man, ‘Which 
Herod put which James to death?’ or 
‘ How far is it from Nazareth to Jerusa- 
lem?’ ‘In what did the wealth of Caper- 
naum consist?’ and hundreds of such 
questions about the life and manner of 
the Jews in our Lord’s time, as well as the 
much more difficult questions about re- 
pentance and forgiveness of sin.” The 
Rev. Mr. Millar speaks of the same strong 
desire on the part of the natives to under- 
stand the Bible. ‘‘ Questions are con- 
stantly being asked of us as we walk 
along the roads. I was stopped a few days 
back, when about four miles from the 
capital, by a man who was coming in and 
had some difficulty and so stopped me on 
the road to have it explained. IfI walk 
through the gardens near the capital, I 
am often stopped by people racing out 
of their houses with books to ask me to 
explain a passage, and as Pilkington was 
going through the market some while 
ago, a man rushed up to him, and merely 
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said, ‘What is a wine-press?’ meaning, 
he wished for an explanation of the wine- 
press in Matt. xxii. 83; that is to say, 
What was the spiritual meaning of mak- 
ing a wine-press in the vineyard?” This 
earnest and determined spirit on the part 
of the natives of Uganda to know the 
Scriptures and to understand the spiritual 
meaning of our Lord’s sayings, indicates 
the wonderful effect which the Gospel 
has had upon these people. It seems to 
have taken astrong hold upon them, and 
they, like the Bereans of old, ‘‘ search 
the Scriptures daily to see if these things 
are so.” 

Not understanding the use and import- 
ance of the punctuation marks, the peo- 
ple make some very curious mistakes, and 
consequently receive wrong impressions. 
A native came one day to one of the mis- 
sionaries when he was in the country, 
and read the following passage: ‘‘As 
they were sitting and eating a woman, 
(one) came who had an alabaster box,” 
etc., and asked: ‘‘ Why were they eat- 
ing a woman?” This furnishes but a 
single illustration of the many mistakes 
these ignorant people are liable to make, 
and emphasizes the urgent necessity of 
providing them with competent teachers 
to guide them in their reading and study. 

This great need has been recognized 
and the principal work of the English 
missionary to-day is instruction. The 
converts, especially communicants who 
have proved themselves sincere and trust- 
worthy, are taken and instructed in daily 
classes, with the object of sending them 
out among their own people to teach and 
to preach the Gospel of Jesus Christ. Al- 
ready many of these instructed converts 
are in the field, and quite a number in 
Holy Orders, teaching and preaching the 
things concerning the Kingdom of God. 

As an indication of the extent of this 
desire on the part of the natives to learn, 
the latest reports announce that in Mengo, 
the capital of Uganda, alone, there are 
315 men and 260 women under instruc- 
tion, and that in ten months in Buganda 
there were sold 13,211 Bibles, 4,036 cate- 
chisms, and 15,227 reading books, a total 
of 32,474 books. This is one of the most 
promising features of the work, and with 
the standard of education gradually ris- 
ing, there is a well grounded expectancy 
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that in a short time there will be a well 
equipped native ministry to carry forward 
and to perpetuate the glorious work for 
God and man which has been inaugu- 
rated in this part of ‘‘ darkest Africa,” 
The story of Bishop Hannington’s life 


and martyrdom, of the heroism of Alex- 
ander Mackay, and of the short career of 
Bishop Parker, who was succeeded by 
Bishop Tucker, makes this marvellous 
change of a few years in Uganda seem 
like a modern miracle in missions. 


A SERIOUS PECULIARITY. 


In English, and most other tongues, 
the sound of what is called a word con- 
veys a single fundamental idea to the 
person to whom it is spoken. The tone 
in which the word is uttered may serve 
to indicate inquiry, contempt, sarcasm, 
anger, or any other emotion; but the 
root idea—as we may call it—which is 
conveyed by the sound remains always 
the same. 

Thus in our tongue a man is always a 
man, whether the word is pronounced 
with sudden, explosive force, as in anger, 
with rising inflection as in inquiry, or 
with any other variety of intonation. 

All this is changed in Chinese. Here 
the tone of utterance affects the root idea 
as much as the sound itself does. The 
tone is equal partner with the sound in 
determining an idea, and an error in the 
one is as fatal to the expression of any 
thought intended to be conveyed by the 
speaker as an error in the other. 

In the mandarin—that is, the official or 
court dialect—there are four distinct 


tones to every sound. This number in- 
creases in some local dialects, culminating 
in the Cantonese, which is said to have 
thirteen or fourteen. 

The four tones of mandarin are: First, 
a high explosive tone; second, a rising 
inflection, as in asking a question with 
us; third, a curving inflection, and 
fourth, a falling inflection. A word pro- 
nounced in one of these tones has a to- 
tally different meaning from the same 
word pronounced in another tone. For 
instance, a sound like the English word 
‘one,” uttered with the first of the tones 
just enumerated, means ‘‘warm;” with 
the second, ‘‘ educated ;” with the third, 
a steady ;” and with the fourth tone, ‘‘a 


question.” . 
A volume might be filled with the 


laughable blunders which have arisen in 
this way. : A missionary drove 
a large audience out of his chapel by tell- 
ing them to ‘‘get out, get out,” when he 
thought he was politely urging them to 
be seated.—Rev. Dr. Chester Holcombe.

The alumni of the Berkeley Divinity- 
school, Middletown, Connecticut, are en- 
deavoring to supplement what has al- 
ready been given for Mr. Mosher’s ex- 
penses. 


——wW ord has been received from Mr. 
S. E. Smalley that he and his wife, who 
left Shanghai March 17th on leave of ab- 
sence after seven years’ service, arrived 
at London May 4th. He writes that they 
propose coming to New York after the 
summer, 


Japan.—The Rey. E, R. Woodman 
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sailed from Yokohama by steamer 
“Peru” on May 22d, arriving at San 
Francisco June 5th and reaching New 
York June 13th. After seven years’ ser- 
vice Mr. Woodman was entitled to the 
usual vacation, but concluded to leave 
his family in Tokyo and to return in the 
autumn so as to lose but little time from 
his work in the divinity-school. 

——The Rey. Isaac Dooman, who 
sailed from Vancouver May 9th, reached 
Tokyo May 24th. 
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—tThe Rev. J. S. Motoda, PH.D., and 
the Rev. K. Hayakawa, two young Jap- 
anese who have taken collegiate and the- 
ological courses in this country, have 
recently departed for their home. Dr. 
Motoda, who is an alumnus of the Phil- 
adelphia Divinity-school, was ordained 
both Deacon and Priest by the Bishop of 
Pennsylvania. Mr. Hayakawa, who is 
an alumnus of the Berkeley Divinity- 
school, was recently admitted to the 
Diaconate by the Bishop of Connecticut.

A LETTER FROM BISHOP FERGUSON. 
CAPE Patmas, April 17th, 1896. 

I thankfully note the action of the 
Board of Managers touching the exten- 
sion of the appropriation to the end of the 
year, and the request for strict economy 
in expenditures with a view to covering 
into the treasury as much as can be there- 
by saved towards keeping down a de- 
ficiency at the end of the fiscal year. 
We have always practised economy here, 
and so have never used up all the funds 
appropriated for a given time. Judging 
from the present state of the business 
agent’s accounts in this lower end of the 
jurisdiction, there will be a large balance 
to the credit of your treasury at the end 
of the present fiscal year. This large 
amount is owing to the fact that several 
stations provided for have not yet been 
reopened on account of the unsettled 
political difficulties. 

I have also given attention to the re- 
quest for contributions from every station 
and employé of the mission, and, as you 
will see, I am in full accord with the 
movement. Indeed, I had already taken 
some steps in the same direction by urg- 
ing the Sunday-schools to come up to the 
full measure of their ability. As a conse- 
quence, the offering from St. Mark’s Sun- 
day-school on Easter Day (prior to the 
reception of your letter), more than 


doubled that of last year, amounting to 4 


forty-four dollars. Last year it was 
twenty dollars. I do not know as yet 
how it has been at otherstations. I have 
issued a circular letter, which will, I feel 
sure, lead to good results. Certainly it 
would be right and proper for all the 
members of the mission to make annual 
contributions, and I shall press the sub- 
ject. 

There are a few connected with this 
parish who have for several years past 
done so regularly ; but their contributions 
have been included in the amount pledged 
by St. Mark’s Church ($150 annually), 
and so were not seen. In addition there- 
to, the woman’s auxiliary of St. Mark’s 
Church raises fifty dollars. The remain- 
der is made up by various pledges and 
contributions from other parishioners. 
who do not receive a stipend from the 
mission. The Easter offering from the 
Sunday-school reported above includes 
$3.04 from the Mount Vaughan branch 
of the school, and five dollars from 
Epiphany Hall. So you see that in this 
parish our people are learning to give. 
Of course, there is still chance for im- 
provement, and I shall do all that I can 
to that end, as well as try to arouse oth- 
ers to do likewise. It may be that the 
financial depression in the United States 
will thus lead to good results here.

CHINA. 


THE LACK OF INTEREST IN MISSIONS. 
Bishop Graves writes in a recent letter: 


‘‘There is a point which you raise in 
your letter, which has troubled me a mean, 


good deal. You refer to a certain lack 
of wide-spread interest which we feel ex- 
ists in the Church. I know what you 
and our missions suffer from this 
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continually. Deeply as a few feel the 
need, and much as they do for them, 
there is neither an intelligent under- 
standing of missions nor a warm desire 
to foster them among the mass of Church- 
people. I have tried to account for it, 
but can find no satisfactory solution. To 
me it seems a self-evident truth, that the 
more a person believes in Christ, and the 
fuller his understanding of the Gospel is, 
the more he will feel bound to carry the 
message to all the world. What we need 
is to keep the whole subject before the 
Church, and by-and-by the change will 
come. 

‘*Tf there were only a proper interest 
we should be asked only to do the work, 
and be furnished with funds for carrying 
it on without continual begging. We do 
get interest by galvanizing the people by 
appeals, but that is not as it should be. 
I know perfectly well that by resorting 
to sensational and catch-penny methods 
we could raise funds; but I will never do 
it, or encourage such a method in any of 
those we send home to make appeals. In 
the long run the Church will see that 
work is the thing needed in the field, and 
that duty and not sentiment must actuate 
the body of the Church to give to mis- 
sions. The other method defeats itself 
and alienates thinking people.” 


THE NEED OF MORE MISSIONARIES IN THE 
MISSION, 


The Rev. Daniel T. Huntington writes, 
in a recent private letter to a relation in 
this country, as follows: ‘‘The support 
which the Church gives the China mis- 
sion in point of men, is most insufficient. 
There are only five treaty ports in China 
where there are no Church of England 
services, and three of them are on the 
Yang-tse river, and so in our care. Ports, 
also, are the only places where we have 
any missionaries, and we have not 
enough to take care of them decently or 
half-decently. I knew all this quite well 
in general outline when I came out; but 
I begin to understand it now. 

‘‘T doubt if there is another mission in 
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China doing the amount of work we are 
in proportion to the number of workers. 
This is partly owing to the schools, which 
have furnished us with a well trained na- 
tive ministry, and partly, I am inclined 
to believe, to the excellent quality of the 
men who have gone out, and partly, I 
am afraid, to the fact that the work 
grows, and so when one man’s work gets 
too big for him, he has to keep on and 
do it, because there is no one to take part 
of it from him. Consequently each man 
is doing what about three men ought to 
be doing if it is to be thoroughly done, to 
say nothing of pushing on into new 
places. 

‘‘As for country work in the villages out 
from Wuchang, there is none; but there 
are a number of villages not very far 


away which might be laid out intoa  ~ 


kind of route on some of the numerous 
water-ways with which this country 
abounds, and some natives—not many, 
but three or four—who would, I under- 
stand, probably do extremely well in 
charge of village stations if there were 
some one who could go about and super- 
intend them. There is no reason why 
excellent results should not be accom- 
plished in these villages if we only had 
the man to spare. 

‘*Mr. Ingle started to-day (May 11th) 
from Hankow on a country trip to 
Hanchuan and Hsinti. No foreigner has 
ever been in Hsinti or over most of the 
road from Hanchuan there. Mr. Ingle 
will be gone about ten days—two days 
from Hankow to Hanchuan, where there 
are fifty or sixty people to be baptized, 
then sixty miles further up the Han river 
to a place whose name I cannot remem- 
ber, where he thinks of starting a new 
station; across a few miles of land to a 
river or lake, by which he goes about 
sixty miles nearly to Hsinti, which is on 
the Yang-tse river. From Hsinti down 
is about 100 miles, possibly by foreign 
steamer, more probably by native boat. 

“T think that this will be the longest 
mission journey any member of our mis- 
sion has ever made in the interior of this 
province.”

ing the custom of noonday 
prayer for missions to all 
gatherings of Church people, 
and to the clergy and mission 


brief prayer for the coming stations at home and abroad. 


adopted the custom of noonday prayer upon suggestion from the American Church, 
and in their report said: ‘‘The conference is now among the things of the past. Is it 
too much to hope that at least one permanent memorial of it may remain amongst us, 
and that from many of our churches the noontide bell may call us, in the field, the 
workshop, or the mart, to lift our hearts, at any rate for a moment, in prayer for all 
missions of the Church of Christ?” The House of Bishops in Minneapolis adopted 
the observance, and it may now be considered an established custom commended by 
the highest authority. 


INTERCESSION. 


Our blessed Saviour in giving the great Commission promised His presence to 
the Church unto the end of the world. Therefore let us earnestly beseech Him to 
make every mission station to be a centre of light and a channel of life; to inflame 
the missionaries with zeal and love; to grant them guidance and protection; to send 
forth many who are wise to win souls; and to give all Christian people a willing 
heart to sustain and further the work of missions for the glory of the Triune God in 
the salvation of all men. 


THERE IS ONE DESIRE IN EVERY HEART, THAT OUR MISSIONS MAY BE FULLY 
SUSTAINED AND INCREASED, AND TO THIS END IT SHOULD BE THE SUBJECT OF DE- 
VOUT PRAYER TO GOD THAT SUFFICIENT MONEY MAY BE SUPPLIED FOR THE PRESENT 
NEED AND FOR THE TIME TO COME. 
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NOTHING IMPOSSIBLE. 


WE are so familiar with the fact that 
two-thirds of the human family, for every 
member ef which the Lord of Glory died, 
are strangers to His love, that this stu- 
pendous fact too often fails to touch our 
conscience and bind our will. It is cer- 
tain we ought to evangelize the world, 
for He has commanded us to do this. It 
is certain we can evangelize the world, 
for He never mocks when He commands, 
and He Himself is with us always, and 
His Omnipotent Spirit abides with His 
Church militant here on earth. Why, 
then, does not Christendom answer: 
“Lord, at Thy bidding we ought, in Thy 
power we can, by Thy grace we will” ? 
To prayer and praise nothing is impos- 
sible. Ours must be the prayer of peni- 
tence for the neglect of past centuries, 
neglect which we ourselves have inher- 
ited from by-gone years, and which we, 
as a Church, have only very partially 
shaken off. Ours must be the wrestling 
prayer of faith: ‘‘Lord, I will not let 
Thee go, except Thou bless me.” Ours 
must be the importunity of Daniel when 
he prayed: ‘‘O Lord, hear; O Lord, for- 
give; O Lord, hearken and do; defer not 
for Thine own sake, O my God; for Thy 
people are called by Thy Name.” Ours 
must be the holy confidence that we have 
an Advocate with the Father, One whom 
the Father heareth always, and that He 
will clothe His ambassadors with the 
Pentecostal power of the Holy Ghost.— 
Dr. Bickersteth, Bishop of Exeter. 


THE FRUITS OF PATIENCE. 


THE Rey. Frank L. Norris, a mission- 
ary of the English Society for the Propa- 
gation of the Gospel, gives the following 
account of the spiritual fruits of patience 
on the part of the workers at Chefoo, 
China: ‘‘The spiritual fabric has grown 
likewise, and this side of the work has 
been so abundantly blessed that one is 
driven to the conclusion, which is of all 
others the happiest and most encouraging 
to beginners elsewhere, that the long 
seed-sowing in patience and the unbroken 
maintenance of Church services at Che- 
foo ever since 1874 is really the spring 
and root of the present position which 
Church life holds in the port. Of course, 
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circumstances have been very favorable 
latterly. The presence of an excellent 
Churchman at the consulate and of an- 
other in the customs has undoubtedly 
been a great help; and one might be 
tempted to ascribe a good deal to Mr. 
Brown’s own share in the result. 


Tientsin church-goers who have visited 
Chefoo corroborate the impression, that 
without that long seed-sowing there could 
not have been the marked development 
which one sees.” 

Mr. Norris gives one example of this: 


“When the news of the massacre of our ~ 


brethren and sisters in Kucheng, near 


Foochow, reached Chefoo, instead of an _ 


‘indignation meeting’ a memorial ser- 
vice was determined upon.” The service 


was attended by three or four foreign | 


ministers, and the church was over- 


crowded. 


HORRIBLE CANNIBALISM. 


THE Rev. Mr. Ruskin recently paid a 
visit to a tribe on the Lopori river, a 
branch of the Congo, hitherto untouched 
by the Gospel. His account is a thrill- 
ing one. He found the people cannibals 
of the most degraded type, living in con- 
stant feuds with the Arabs and other 
foes. ‘‘We welcome war,” they said; 
‘* because it brings us meat. We eat all 
enemies slain in battle.” Hunting for 
animals is unknown; but every few 
weeks these savages go out in search of 
human food. One day Mr. Ruskin re- 
ceived a formidable visit. A band of 
warriors appeared, tattooed and fully 
armed, with the king at their head, his 
eyes smeared with black powder, to in- 
dicate that he was angry and came pre- 
pared to fight. 


CHINESE DEACONS IN HAWAII. 


THE Bishop of Honolulu recently or- 
dained a young Chinese student, Mr. 
Kong Yin Tet, a Deacon. Mr. Yin Tet 
has not only made himself master of the 
English language sufficiently to read 
such a book as ‘‘ Pearson on the Creed,” 
but has advanced in Greek so far as to 
pass a very creditable examination in the 
original of St. Mark’s Gospel. The chap-

could not help feeling, and some of our ~ 
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lain of the cathedral, the Rev. V. H. 
Kitcat, presented the candidate. After 
the laying on of hands the newly or- 
dained Deacon read the Gospel in Eng- 
lish distinctly and fluently. In the 
large congregation present were the 
British Commissioner, and the captain, 
officers, and men of H.M.S. ‘Wild 
Swan.” There are now two Chinese 
Deacons among the clergy of the Church 
in Hawaii.—Mission Field. 


UNIVERSITY EXTENSION. 


_ THAT portion of the map of Asia which 
lies along the equator, suggests earth- 
quakes, head-hunting Dyaks, pirates, 
mangrove swamps, cocoanuts, Moham- 
medan Malays, monkeys, fevers, constant 
rain, and many things of a semi-barbar- 
ous nature; but we do not believe that 
any white man non-resident in those re- 
gions ever thought of putting his finger 
down on any part of the above-mentioned 
area with the remark: ‘‘They need a 
university there.” Yet this is what the 
principal of the Anglo-Chinese school at 
Singapore says of Singapore itself. In 
fact, his growing educational work is se- 
riously embarrassed because the Malay- 
sian archipelago has no university of. its 
own. Fortunately the London Univer- 
sity is able to supply the need in part; 
and the various tribes and races and 
tongues of Malaysia will be represented in 
a London University examination held 
at Singapore for students of the Anglo- 
Chinese school there, and other educa- 
tional institutions in such outlying places 
as Java, Borneo, Celebes, and probably 
Papua itself.—Indian Witness. 


A POOR LANGUAGE. 


Missionaries of the Russian-Greek 
Church have accomplished an interest- 
ing and difficult piece of work—the 
translation of the Liturgy of the Greek 
Church into the dialect of the Yakuts, of 
eastern Siberia. That language is so 
poor that it can only boast of 200 words. 
For example, there is no word in the lan- 
guage for bread, cereals being unknown 
in that inhospitable region. All words 
of higher religious significance, such as 
righteousness, , faith, mercy, and even 
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justice, have been imported bodily from 
the Russian. 


A GOVERNOR’S TESTIMONY. 


Masor LEUTWEIN, the new governor 
of the German Protectorate in Namaqua- 
land, said recently to the missionary at 
Keetmanshoop : ‘‘I am perfectly amazed 
at what I have seen since I came into this 
country. I thought I was coming into a 
heathen land, but instead of that I find a 
fully Christianized land.” This remark, 
which is reported in the Allgemeine Mis- 
sions-Zettschrift, is of special interest to 
English readers, because Namaqualand 
was the scene of one of the early missions 
of the London Missionary Society. 


EFFECTS OF THE CHANGE. 


A GRAPHIC story is told of a Chinese 
named Chu-ping-lan and the persecutions 
he has endured. Constrained by the love 
of his Saviour he now superintends, in 
the busy city of Chao-ch’eng, an opium 
refuge. Since the opening of this refuge, 
four-and-a-half years ago, nearly 500 
persons have broken off the use of opium. 
Not a few of these opium patients have 
turned from idols to serve the Living 
God, and to wait for His Son from 
Heaven. There isnowa growing church 
in the city. About fifty persons meet to- . 
gether every evening for worship, and 
a large number on Sundays. 


FRAGMENTS. 

——A missionary working at Bristol, 
England, among sailors says that out of 
thirty ships which in one year left Bris- 
tol for trade on the coast of Africa, the 
cargoes of twenty-five were confined, for 
purposes of commercial exchange, to gun- 
powder and rum. 


——The Norwegian Missionary Soci- 
ety, which works mainly in Natal, Zulu- 
land, and Madagascar, has in Africa 
fourteen main stations and nearly 150 
out-stations; in Madagascar some twenty 
main stations, and upward of 500 out-sta- 
tions. In Madagascar last year there 
were nearly 39,000 communicants, and 
about sixty native missionaries.

A CONNECTICUT CONFERENCE OF THE CLERGY WITH DIOCESAN 
OFFICERS. 


WE hear from Connecticut of a conference between the clergy of the diocese 
and the officers of the diocesan branch of the Woman’s Auxiliary. This conference 
took place in the parish house of Trinity Church, Hartford, on Wednesday, June 
10th, the day following the convention of the diocese. Notwithstanding a 
pouring rain, twenty-eight of the clergy were present, and fifteen of the officers, 
Bishop Williams sent a letter, expressing his approval of the conference, over 
which the Rev. F. W. Harriman, of Windsor, Archdeacon of Hartford Arch- 
deaconry, presided. 

The Rev. Dr. Hart made a brief statement of the purposes of the meeting, 
and announced the topics for discussion. 

“The subject of daily prayer for missions, the week of devotion and quiet 
days was introduced by the Rev. C. E. Woodcock, of Ansonia; that of the en- 
velope method and systematic giving by the Rev. 8. H. Watkins, of Norwalk, 
and the Rev. E. de F. Miel, of Hartford; that of the Junior department and 
Sunday-school work by the Rey. J. C. Linsley, of Torrington, and that of mis- 
sionary classes by Mrs. Giraud, of Middletown. After each subject had been 
introduced, it was open for general discussion, and a large number of those 
present remarked upon one or other of the topics. The addresses were all 
earnest and interesting, and awoke much enthusiasm. 

“« Two resolutions were adopted, one providing for a ponent to report on 
methods of education in regard to missionary work, and one requesting the 
archdeacons to consider the, desirability of arranging for general missionary 
meetings.” 


ON MISSIONARY PUBLICATIONS. 


WE print this month a few of the hints and suggestions that have reached 
us from time to time about the publications of the Board: 


‘*T feel that we have enough publications already, except, perhaps, in the way 
of bright, short stories in tract form.” 

‘‘T certainly see some benefit from past criticisms in the increase of interesting 
matter in THE Spirit oF Missions. I always read it from A to Z; now I can per- 
suade more of our workers to read it, I think.” 

‘Shortly before my mother was called to the rest of Paradise, she left ‘her 
missions,’ as she used to call all the Church’s mission work, to me, requesting me 
always to have THE SPIRIT OF Missions on my table, and to bring up my family to 
love missions.

I have been in the habit of keeping my SPIRIT OF Mis- 
SIONS, as well as other papers and magazines, hoping to have them bound; but I 
shall no longer do so, but, as soon as I have read them, shall send them to her. Is 
not that a way in which we might all help?” 

“It seems to me that THE SPrrIT oF MISSIONS is a great comfort to those who 
have the missionary spirit, and to those who have it not no periodical, no matter 
how rich in literary matter and illustration, would reach their hearts and purses. 
A love for and interest in missions must come from within us.” 

‘Before I took an active part in mission work it seemed to me that so many 
books and leaflets were in the way, but now I am anxious for them.” 


THE HALF-HOUR READING CLUB. 


In Tue Sprrir oF Missions for March, 1895, appeared a circular suggest- 
ing the establishment of a Half-Hour Reading Club, whose members should 
undertake to devote at least one-half hour each week to missionary reading. 

In response to this suggestion, 116 members were enrolled, from forty-five 
of whom we have received a report of their first year’s reading.

JAPAN. 


MESSAGES FROM SENDAI. 
Miss Lovell’s Work. 

Mr. JEFFERYS writes: ‘‘We had two 
‘welcome meetings’ for Miss Lovell. At 
the first we tried to have only pronounced 
Christians present. Poor Miss Lovell 
was not quite well, and was nearly worn 
out with the long speeches of welcome, 
all in Japanese, that were made to her. 
But the next Saturday afternoon we had 
a still larger meeting, and two of the 
speeches were in English, and to my 
great surprise and comfort, they breathed 
a spirit of friendly interest in Christian- 
ity. Several speeches in Japanese con- 
tained English quotations, plain marks 
of erudition; but the jolliest was a cha- 
rade, acted by Mr. Kase, the sexton, who 
appeared as the sun; Mr. Takuma, who 
appeared as the moon, and Mr. Wi, who 
represented the god of lightning. The 
key-word was a pun on the phrase omoi- 
tsuki, which might mean ‘heavy moon,’ 
or ‘deep consideration.’ The ‘sun’ was 
carried over a river by the ‘ god of light- 
ning’ with ease, but the ‘moon’ was too 
heavy. The play upon the words was 
brought out very neatly, and everybody 
understood that it was intended to ex- 
press our ‘deep consideration’ for Miss 
Lovell’s kindness in teaching English free 
of charge. The Master of Ceremonies, 
Mr. Shiraishi, wound up the affair most 
elegantly. 

- ‘As aresult of this ‘ welcome meeting,’ 
Miss Lovell has already over fifty names 
on her class-books.” 


On January 12th, Miss Lovell writes: 
“‘T want to tell you a little about my 
work here. I am trying by degrees to get 
my work arranged and all the different 
classes formed which I hope to have, but 
the Japanese are very slow and deliberate 
about such things. At present I have 
Bible-classes and English classes for 
young men, and several children’s classes. 
One of my pupils is a cavalry officer, who 
was a regular attendant at both English 
and Bible-classes until the holidays. Un- 
fortunately my house is situated too far 
from the barracks for me to have a sol- 
diers’ class, as I had hoped. 

‘‘Then I am by degrees visiting among 
the people with a Bible woman. There 
are so many families to visit that it will 
take some time to get around. A friend 
kindly sent me something to help with 
my work at Christmas, and I bought 
presents and arranged a Christmas-tree 
for a Sunday-school of nearly one hun- 
dred children, all of the very poorest 
classes. We tried to give them useful 
presents. This afternoon I have been 
over there to distribute the ornaments 
which we had among the children. 
These are made of rice, flour and sugar, 
so will not keep long. You should have 
seen the little ones all sitting there in 
rows on mats like little statues, the older 
girls with babies strapped to their backs, 
who slept soundly through the whole 
time. I am hoping by next week to have 
a class for women. 

I,,must tell you something you will 
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be glad to hear. Imamura, a boy belong- 
Ing to my class in Osaka, writes to me 
that he hopes at last to become a Chris- 
tian, and expects to receive Baptism this 
month. I am so pleased to hear about it. 


“March 20th. I am without 
an assistant, and am therefore not able to 
do as much work as I would like. The 
Bible woman helps me a little with some 
meetings for women and children that I 
have started and hold regularly ; also she 
visits the people with me, but I cannot 
take much of her time, and so am very 
much tied. The classes for young men 
at my house are held four evenings every 
week, and on their account I could not 
keep with me the young girl whom I had 
brought to Sendai. She is now married 
and living in Nara; her husband is a 
teacher in the school there. I have a 

- Mothers’ Meeting at one of the preaching 
places, and the poor creatures seem to 
like to come and spend an hour or two 
listening to the story of theGospel. None 
of them can read, and I shall be very 
thankful when the picture-rolls come, 
which have been promised me. The 
women like pictures as much as the chil- 
dren. After the talk is over they receive 
tea and cake. In my class for children 
I teach knitting and crocheting for an 
hour, after which they have instruction 
in the Bible. 

‘*You will be glad to hear that I have 
formed a branch of the Woman’s Auxil- 
iary for the women of the Church here 
who are communicants. We do not 
number very many, but we can do a lit- 
tle, and it isa beginning. If you havea 
few leaflets on women’s work, I should 
be glad to have them.” 

THE NI-SHIN-BUN-KO. 


This is the Japanese for the ‘‘ Daily In- 
crease Library,” of which Mr. Jefferys 
writes: 

‘We have some books that are es- 
pecially useful to Japanese students, and 
we do buy more from time to time; but 
the name represents rather our aim than 
our attainment. Every book in my libra- 
ry, except books of reference, is at the 
command of our student friends; but we 
do need money for good Japanese books 
and Chinese books, for many come to 
borrow who cannot read English. We 
are making now a strong effort to reach 
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by letters, tracts and books, people in the 
back country who wish to study Chris- 
tianity privately. They like to get it 
from a foreigner first-hand. 

‘Some Scripture-rolls just received I 
have had made up into Kakemonos, 1. e., 
each picture made to hang separately 
like a map, and they are in use by our 
force of workers. I have just left two of 
them at Aomori, where I used them in ad- 
dresses both in church and Sunday-school. 
Those received some years ago are still in 
constant use. I can use as many such 
rolls as may be sent me; those on the life 
of our Lord preferred. 

‘“WOMAN’S WORK IN THE INTERIOR. 

‘“With regard to ladies looking for- 
ward to life in the interior of Japan, let 
me say that it is very important that they 
know how to cook and to make bread. 
Cooks are generally men, and it is hard 
to get them to leave the treaty ports 
or large cities. If a woman knows how 
to cook, she can take her interpreter into 
the country, and can, in a short time, 
train a woman who belongs to the local- 
ity to be her cook. This woman could 
buy cheaper than a man, and will not 
cheat her mistress. Missionaries in the 
interior should not allow themselves to 
get dyspepsia from poor cooking. 

‘“Women who can cook will find the 
wives and daughters of the wealthy 
classes anxious to learn from them, to. 
please the palates of their husbands and 
fathers. 

re I want to visit the towns of 
Yamagata, Yonezawa and Wakamatsu 
at an early date. Foreign ladies can be 
placed in these to great advantage.” 
REITERATED APPEALS FROM THE OSAKA 

CONVOCATION. 

Throughout the working season of the 
present year Archdeacon Page has been 
appealing for special help for the missions 
under his care. In September he wrote 
his Bishop, then visiting this country: 

‘* Ags you will be going about the coun- 
try making addresses, perhaps you will 
find some one who would be interested 
in giving me some crystographs for the 
decoration of our church windows in the 
Kyoto-Ku. You may remember encour- 
aging me to try the effect of them upon 
Christ Church, Osaka, and I am experi- 
menting with them in Wakayama. 
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ue You may have so many larger 


and: more important matters to attend to, 
that you may not be willing to ask for 
or to receive smaller contributions for 
smaller objects; but I mention two or 
three things which I should like to have 
provided for in some way that you ap- 
prove of. 

‘““7, At Marusu, where we have a 
promising number of inquirers and quite 
a good little flock, we need a house very 
much, which could be used for services 
and the residence of the catechist. The 
place is not a town, but scattered country 
villages, where it is difficult to get a room 
for services, and where no house can be 
had for rent. A church built in Japan- 
ese style and in a central position is about 
the thing that would meet the needs of 
the work. Horiguchi thinks that the be- 
lievers would contribute towards the 
building $200 (for which $200 would be 
needed outside). 

‘2. The building of the church at 
Obama hangs fire because the fund is not 
quite sufficient to put up a worthy edifice. 
We ought to have about 400 more yen for 
this. (This sum has been provided.) 

‘*3. I have not seen it for six or seven 
years, but I suppose that the church in 
Nara needs some repairs very badly. 

‘‘These things are mentioned not for 
you to press them, but if you find it de- 
sirable now and then to allow friends to 
contribute to a special object, some of the 
foregoing might be suitable. 

‘‘ October 2d. Since my last writing an 
opportunity has arisen to buy a house for 
the church in Hashimoto. Hitherto the 
only house to be had is on the extreme edge 
of the town, a most inconvenient place, 
and small beside. The house proposed is 
in the centre, and described as being quite 
desirable. The cost of the house and 
ground is 200 yen; and it is estimated that 
150 yen would fit it up for a chapel. I 


wish this object to take the precedence of. 


all those I mentioned in my last letter. 
Indeed, I think that a suitable building 
in Hashimoto i is quite a necessity, and I 
should be glad if you could authorize the 
necessary $200, U. S. gold, from some 
quarter or other.” 

On February 4th, Mr. Page writes the 
Secretary of the Auxiliary: 

‘SWhen Bishop McKim was in the 
United States, attending the General 


Convention, I wrote him mentioning 
some special needs which were pressing 
move or less, and I spoke of the need of a 
new church at ffashimoto, and also for 
one at Marusu. The Foreign Aid Com- 
mittee of the ladies of St. John’s Church, 
Elizabeth, have, in response to Bishop 
McKim’s appeal, promised $250 to the 
church at Hashimoto, a good start. But 
I have had nothing promised for Marusu, 
and I have now an opportunity to buy 
from the Government a school-house 
with a good piece of ground attached. 
The purchase could be made for $300, in- 
cluding the fitting up of the house. 

‘‘ Beside this I should be glad of gifts 
for the repair of churches already exist- 
ing. And I should like some rectories. 
Ordinarily a rectory, if built upon the 
ground belonging to the church, can be 
put up for $250. 

‘‘The mail is about going out, but the 
Bishop says that he left my letter to him 
with you, and I want to get a reminder 
in to you, if only a line, that if you have 
time and opportunity, some of these spe- 
cial needs may be mentioned when any 
of the churches that you know of, or so- 
cieties, may be determining the direction 
in which they will give their special offer- 
ings. 

‘Please do what you can for me.” 

On March 28th Mr. Page adds: 

‘‘T have just heard from the Ladies’ 
Aid Society of St. John’s Church, Eliza- 
beth, that they will be able to do no more 
than their promised $250 for the church in 
Hashimoto. So you see I am the more 
constrained to put my hopes in your 
efforts in my behalf. The times seem to 
be a little hard financially, and in view 
of the difficulty in meeting the regular 
expenses of the Board, you may not have 
found it expedient to make any special 
appeals for this special purpose, as I re- 
quested in my former letter.” 

Again, on Easter Even, Mr. Page adds: 
‘*'Your letter of March 6th came to hand 
just after I had sent off my last to you. 
It is pleasant to know that the church in 
Obama has received such substantial help. 
That station is just now in the charge of 
Bishop Williams, which may account for 
my not reiterating its needs. But I am 
one of the founders of the church there, 
have had it in pastoral charge once or 
wice, the last time so late as last spring, 
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and still retain some connection with it; 
so that I am heartily grateful for the 
$400 contributed to their need, and Bish- 
op Williams, too, is quite rejoiced, and 
is, I hear, about giving out the contract 
for building. 

‘““Your desire to have some facts show- 
ing the liberality and self-denial of the 
Japanese in giving towards the supply of 
these needs is most reasonable. I have 
already explained to the Society in Eliza- 
beth why the one hundred silver dollars 
promised by the Hashimoto Christians 
did represent more self-denial than 
our American friends would naturally 
suppose. The work at Hashimoto is al- 
most entirely among young people, girls 
who come to the school kept by the wife 
of the catechist, and young married men 
who are still subject to their parents and 
have little money of their own.” 

FROM THE BISHOP. 

On May 22d Bishop McKim writes, ac- 
knowledging a box received two days be- 
fore. ‘‘I am sure,” he says, ‘that our 
missionaries will be more than pleased 
with the handsome picture-rolls and 
books. 


‘Our Junior Auxiliary,” he adds, 
‘““has been working for several months 
in preparation for a sale of articles, 
mainly of their own handiwork. The 
sale will eventuate early in June. The 
proceeds will go to the Mrs. Brierley 
Memorial School. 

‘“The women of the Kyoto Diocese held 
a most interesting meeting in Osaka last 
month. They are learning more and 
more to ‘look on the things of others.’ I 
am trying to stir up the women of the 
Tokyo Diocese by holding up to them 
the good example of their sisters in the 
southwest. 

“. . . Weare greatly in need of 
a lady or ladies to take the work at 
Fukushima, left by Miss Goepp. The 
Japanese workers are unable to do what 
she was doing, and the consequence is that 
we are gradually losing all that was. 
gained by her heroic efforts. The de- 
mand is immediate and urgent. Iam in 
frequent receipt of applications for ap- 
pointment as teachers in our mission 
schools, but there are none who appear 
willing to enter upon the harder work of 
evangelization in the interior.” 


WEST AFRICA. 


THE WOMAN’S AUXILIARY AT GRAND 
BASSA. 

THE Rey. R C. Cooper writes from 
Buchanan Station, April 14th: 

‘‘Please note here that our Sunday- 
schools, St. Andrew’s and St. John’s, con- 
tributed on Easter Day the amount of 
$11.21 as their Easter offering. 

“We had unusually crowded congre- 
gations at the three services that were 
held that day. Even the Sunday-school 
exercises were witnessed by many who 


_were not Episcopalians, and they ex- 


pressed no little satisfaction in all they 
saw. A goodly number of the heathen 
among whom we are working were pres- 
ent to join with us in the observance of 
Jesus’ Resurrection. Weare no little en- 
couraged in the work here. 

“The Woman’s Auxiliary had their 
celebration on the 9th of April. Hon. J. 
W. Worrell, Senior Warden of St. An- 
drew’s Church, delivered the address. It 
was indeed scholarly, and I believe it 


will be a long time ere we shall forget it. 
He is, so to speak, the index here of our 
work. 

‘‘Our hearts are filled with gratitude 
that cannot be expressed for the unmis- 
takable token that God is fostering His 
work at this station, in that we were per- 
mitted to baptize ten heathen boys, two 
girls and one woman on the 15th of 
March, Refreshment Sunday. The chil- 
dren and woman were furnished with 
garments made by the Woman’s Auxil- 
iary, and through the untiring efforts of 
the Gospel Committee of the Society, 
much will be the success here in the 
work. The ladies do all they can to help 
forward Christ’s holy religion. The inter- 
est manifested in the work of extending 
Christianity, by the parishioners gener- 
ally, is simply praiseworthy. Please 
bear in mind that the persons baptized 
were residents of the villages where the 
ladies and myself carry the Gospel every 


Sunday.”
